An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  employment  of 
additional  persons  as  a  measure  of  relief  during 
the  present  unemployment  emergency. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  To  provide  for  the  employment  of  addi- 
tional labor  and  other  personal  services  as  a  measure  of 
relief-  during  the  present  emergency  caused  by  unemploy- 
ment, the  sums  set  forth  in  section  two,  for  the  several 
purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  specified,  are 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  general  fund  or  revenue  of 
the  commonwealth  unless  some  other  source  of  revenue  is 
expressed,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  regulating  the 
disbursement  of  public  funds  and  the  approval  thereof.

MONEY  FOR  THE   PAYMENT  OF  ITS   SHARE   OF  THE   COST  OF 
improving  a  CERTAIN  PART  OF  THE  TAUNTON  RIVER. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  city  of 
Taunton  to  contribute  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment authorized  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  five  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  said  city  may  borrow, 
from  time  to  time  within  a  period  of  five  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and 
may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words,  Taunton  River  Improvement  Loan, 
Act  of  1931.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  sep- 
arate loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more 
than  ten  years  from  their  dates,  but  no  issue  shall  be  author- 
ized under  this  act  unless  a  sum  equal  to  an  amount  not 
less  than  ten  per  cent  of  such  authorized  issue  is  voted  for 
the  same  purpose  to  be  raised  by  the  tax  levy  of  the  year 
when  authorized.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act 
shall  be  outside  the  statutory  limit  but  shall,  except  as 
provided  herein,  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  limitation  contained  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof  as  revised  by  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-eight.

property  so  held  and  administered,  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures in  connection  therewith,  the  whole  number  and  the 
average  number  of  beneficiaries  thereof,  and  such  other 
information  as  the  department  requires;  provided,  that  if 
any  such  trustee  is  required  by  law  to  file  an  account  with 
the  probate  court,  said  department  shall  accept  a  copy 
thereof  in  lieu  of  the  report  hereinbefore  required.  Failure 
for  two  successive  years  to  file  such  a  report  shall  constitute 
a  breach  of  trust  within  the  meaning  of  section  eight  of 
chapter  twelve  and  shall  be  reported  by  said  department  to 
the  attorney  general,  who  shall  take  such  action  as  may  be 
appropriate  to  compel  compliance  with  this  section.

Chap.  43  An  Act  establishing  the  financial  year  of  the 
city  of  cambridge  and  regulating  appropriations 
therein. 
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Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  of  the  city  of  Cambridge 
in  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one  shall  begin  April  first 
and  end  December  thirty-first.  In  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two  and  in  each  year  thereafter,  the  financial  year  of 
said  city  shall  begin  January  first  and  end  December  thirty- 
first. 

Section  2.  For  the  financial  year  in  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-one  as  estabHshed  in  section  one,  there  shall  be 
raised  in  the  tax  levy  of  said  city  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
one  milHon  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  construction  of  school  buildings,  streets,  pubHc 
buildings,  and  other  construction  projects,  for  which  loans 
might  otherwise  be  issued  for  terms  of  ten  or  more  years, 
said  sum  being  the  approximate  difference  between  the 
requirements  for  current  expenses  in  said  city  for  a  financial 
period  of  twelve  months  and  for  one  of  nine  months. 

Section  3.  For  the  financial  year  in  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-one  as  established  in  section  one,  there  shall  be 
raised  in  the  tax  levy  and  appropriated  by  the  school  com- 
mittee of  said  city  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  section 
one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  a  sum  not  in  excess  of 
six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of 
taxable  property  of  the  city,  to  be  estimated  by  taking  the 
average  amount  of  taxable  property  during  the  three  pre- 
ceding years.

Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  Riv^er°Fundi 
loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  ten  lo^j"-  ^<=t  of 
years  from  their  dates,  but  not  in  any  event  later  than 
December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-one.

Income  and  corporation  taxes  otherwise 
distributable  in  any  year  to  said  city  by  the  commonwealth 
shall  be  set  aside  by  the  state  treasurer  to  the  extent  of  the

both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

No  body  of  men,  except  the  volunteer  militia, 
the  troops  of  the  United  States  and  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company  of  Boston,  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  section,  shall  maintain  an  armory,  or  associate 
together  at  any  time  as  a  company  or  organization,  for  drill 
or  parade  with  firearms,  or  so  drill  or  parade;  nor  shall  any 
town  raise  or  appropriate  money  toward  arming,  equipping, 
uniforming,  supporting  or  providing  drill  rooms  or  armories 
for  any  such  body  of  men;  provided,  that  associations  wholly 
composed  of  soldiers  honorably  discharged  from  the  service 
of  the  United  States  may  parade  in  public  with  arms,  upon 
the  reception  of  any  regiment  or  company  of  soldiers  return- 
ing from  said  service,  and  for  escort  duty  at  the  burial  of 
deceased  soldiers,  with  the  written  permission  of  the  aldermen 
of  the  city  or  selectmen  of  the  town  where  they  desire  to 
parade;  that  students  in  educational  institutions  where 
military  science  is  a  prescribed  part  of  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion may,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  drill  and  parade 
with  firearms  in  public,  under  the  superintendence  of  their 
teachers;  that  members  of  schools  for  military  instruction 
conducted  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  may  drill  and 
parade  with  firearms  in  public,  under  the  supervision  of  their 
instructors;  that  foreign  troops  whose  admission  to  the 
United  States  has  been  consented  to  by  the  United  States 
government  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  drill  and 
parade  with  firearms  in  pubHc;  and  any  body  of  men  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  drill  and  parade  in  public 
with  any  harmless  imitation  of  firearms  approved  by  the 
adjutant  general;  that  regularly  organized  posts  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  of  The  American  Legion, 
and  regularly  organized  camps  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  and  regularly  organized  posts  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States  and  regularly  organized 
detachments  of  the  Marine  Corps  League  may  drill  and 
parade  with  firearms  in  pubhc,  under  the  supervision  of  their 
duly  authorized  ofiicers;  that  the  Kearsarge  Association  of 
Naval  Veterans,  Inc.,  may  at  any  time  parade  in  public  their 
color  guards  of  not  more  than  twelve  men  armed  with  fire- 
arms, that  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  Common- 
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wealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Order  of  the  Founders  and 
Patriots  of  America,  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  the  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the 
Revolution  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Society  of  the  War  of  1812  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  regularly  organized  branches  of  any  of  said 
societies  may  at  any  time  parade  in  public  their  uniformed 
color  guards  of  ten  men  with  firearms;  that  regularly  or- 
ganized camps  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  may  at  any  time 
parade  in  public  their  color  guards  of  ten  men  with  firearms ; 
and  that  any  organization  heretofore  authorized  by  law  may 
parade  with  side-arms;  and  any  veteran  association  com- 
posed wholly  of  past  members  of  the  militia  of  the  common- 
wealth may  maintain  an  armory  for  the  use  of  the  organiza- 
tions of  the  militia  to  which  its  members  belonged;  provided,  Proviso, 
that  such  drill  or  parade  is  not  in  contravention  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States.

p'lrsons  entitled  company,  the  proceeds  are  retained  by  such  company  at 
to,  protected,  maturity  or  otherwise,  no  person  entitled  to  any  part  of  such 
proceeds,  or  any  instalment  of  interest  due  or  to  become  due 
thereon,  shall  be  permitted  to  commute,  anticipate,  encum- 
ber, alienate  or  assign  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  if  such 
permission  is  expressly  withheld  by  the  terms  of  such  con- 
tract, policy  or  supplemental  agreement;  and  if  such  con- 
tract, pohcy  or  supplemental  agreement  so  provides,  no 
payments  of  interest  or  of  principal  shall  be  in  any  way  sub- 
ject to  such  person's  debts,  contracts  or  engagements,  nor 
to  any  judicial  processes  to  levy  upon  or  attach  the  same  for 
payment  thereof.

If  a  person  is  injured  in  his  person 
or  property  by  collision  with  the  engines  or  cars  or  rail-borne 
motor  cars  of  a  railroad  corporation  at  a  crossing  such  as  is 
described  in  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  it 
appears  that  the  corporation  neglected  to  give  the  signals 
required  by  said  section  or  to  give  signals  by  such  means  or 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  orders  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  that  such  neglect  contributed  to  the  injury,  the 
corporation  shall  be  hable  for  all  damages  caused  by  the 
collision,  or  to  a  fine  recoverable  by  indictment  as  provided  in 
section  three  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  or, 
if  the  life  of  a  person  so  injured  is  lost,  to  damages  recoverable 
in  tort,  as  provided  in  said  section  three,  unless  it  is  shown 
that,  in  addition  to  a  mere  want  of  ordinary  care,  the  person 
injured  or  the  person  who  had  charge  of  his  person  or  property 
was,  at  the  time  of  the  collision,  guilty  of  gross  or  wilful  negli- 
gence, or  was  acting  in  violation  of  the  law,  and  that  such 
gross  or  wilful  negligence  or  unlawful  act  contributed  to  the 
injury. 

Section  2.  The  department  of  public  utilities  is  hereby 
directed  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  under  section  sixteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  to  consider  as  to  the  regula- 
tions and  practices  observed  by  railroad  corporations  with 
respect  to  their  rail-borne  motor  cars,  and  the  equipment  and 
appliances  provided  by  said  corporations  to  be  used  on  such 
motor  cars,  in  giving  signals  at  or  near  places  where  the  rail- 
road crosses  upon  the  same  level  any  public  way  or  traveled 
place  and,  after  a  hearing,  to  fix  and  prescribe  by  order  the 
regulations,  practices,  appliances  and  equipment  thereafter 
to  be  observed  and  used  by  railroad  corporations  with  respect 
to  the  giving  of  signals  by  rail-borne  motor  cars  as  aforesaid.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-nine  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  seventy-six  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "sufficient"  in  the  sixth  fine  the 
words:  —  surety  or,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  29. 
If  the  crime  charged  in  a  warrant  is  not  a  felony,  and  the 
defendant  requests  to  be  taken  before  a  magistrate  of  the 
county  where  he  was  arrested,  for  the  purpose  of  entering 
into  a  recognizance  without  a  trial  or  examination,  the 
officer  who  arrested  him  shall  take  him  before  a  magistrate 
of  that  county,  who  may  require  from  him  a  recognizance, 
with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  for  his  appearance  at  the 
court  which  has  jurisdiction  of  the  crime  and  next  to  be 
held  in  the  county  or  judicial  district  in  which  it  is  alleged 
to  have  been  committed,  and  upon  entering  into  such  re- 
cognizance the  defendant  shall  be  released. 

Section  2.  Section  thirty-five  of  said  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "with"  in  the  seventh  line  the  words:  —  surety  or, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  35.  Except  in  pro- 
ceedings under  sections  eleven  to  nineteen,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-three,  the  court  or  justice 
may  adjourn  an  examination  or  trial  from  time  to  time,  not 
exceeding  ten  days  at  any  one  time  against  the  objection  of 
the  defendant,  and  to  the  same  or  a  different  place  in  the 
county.  In  the  meantime,  if  the  defendant  is  charged  with  a 
crime  not  bailable,  he  shall  be  committed;  otherwise,  he  may

meeting  the  voters  may  vote  on  the  question  of  including  said 
real  estate  within  said  district.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters 
present  and  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  district 
clerk  shall  within  ten  days  file  with  the  town  clerk  of  said 
town  and  with  the  state  secretary  an  attested  copy  of  said 
petition  and  vote,  describing  precisely  the  real  estate  added  to 
said  district;  and  thereupon  said  real  estate  shall  become  and 
be  a  part  of  said  district  and  shall  be  holden  under  this  act 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  real  estate 
described  in  section  one.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Norwell  may  supply  itself  and 
its  inhabitants  with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes;  may  establish  foun- 
tains and  hydrants,  relocate  or  discontinue  the  same,  and 
may  regulate  the  use  of  such  water  and  fix  and  collect  rates 
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to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  same.     The  said  town  for  the  May  purchase 
purposes  aforesaid  may  purchase  water  from  the  towns  of  certlinTowns 
Marshfield   and   Hanover  and   from   the   Hingham   Water  ^nd  from  cer- 
Company  and   the   Scituate   Water   Company,   or  any  of  companies,  etc. 
them,  and  may  store  the  same,  and  may  convey  or  distribute 
the  same  to  the  inhabitants  of  Norwell;  and  said  towns  and 
said  companies  are  hereby,  respectively,  authorized  to  sell 
water  to  the  town  of  Norwell.     The  price  to  be  paid  for  water 
sold  by  said  towns  under  this  act  shall  be  as  agreed  upon  by 
the  water  commissioners  of  the  municipalities  concerned  or, 
in  case  of  their  failure  so  to  agree,  as  fixed  by  the  depart- 
ment of  public  utilities. 

Section  2.     The  town  of  Norwell,  for  the  purposes  afore-  May  acquire 
said,  may  lease,  or  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  waters,  etc.

tion or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  department  of  public  utilities. 

Section  3.  The  land,  water  rights  and  other  property 
taken  or  acquired  under  this  act,  and  all  works,  buildings 
and  other  structures  erected  or  constructed  thereunder,  shall 
be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Section  4.  Any  person  or  corporation  injured  in  his  or 
its  property  by  any  action  of  said  town  or  board  under  this 
act  may  recover  damages  from  said  town  under  said  chapter 
seventy-nine;  provided,  that  the  right  to  damages  for  the 
taking  of  any  water,  water  source  or  water  right,  or  any 
injury  thereto,  shall  not  vest  until  the  water  is  actually 
withdrawn  or  diverted  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this 
act. 

Section  5.  Said  town  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  or  to  be  in- 
curred under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  other  than  those 
pertaining  to  maintenance,  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds  or 
notes  to  an  amount  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  two 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words,  Town  of  Norwell  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1931. 
Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and 
such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  thirty  years 
from  their  dates.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall 
be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit,  but  shall,  except  as  pro- 
vided herein,  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General 
Laws.

Section  7.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  of  the  waters  taken  or  held  under  this 
act,  or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  town  under  the  authority  and  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  town  three 
times  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  tort;  and  upon  conviction  of  any  one

Section  1.  Section  twenty-nine  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  further  improving  Lynn 
harbor  for  navigation  and  commerce,  the  city  of  Lynn  may 
dredge  and  maintain  a  suitable  channel,  at  a  point  in  said 
harbor,  outside  the  harbor  line  established  for  said  harbor 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  de- 
partment of  public  works.  Said  channel  shall  be  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  width,  twenty-two  feet  in  depth 
and  shall  extend  a  distance  of  forty-eight  hundred  feet 
westerly  from  the  inner  end  of  the  channel  of  the  proposed 
federal  improvement  in  Lynn  harbor.

Indebtedness  incurred  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit,  but  shall,  except 
as  provided  herein,  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
General  Laws,  exclusive  oi  the  limitation  contained  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof,  as  revised  by  chapter 
three  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  SUPPLYING  THE  SAME  WITH  WATER. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Charlemont, 
liable  to  taxation  in  said  town  and  residing  within  the  ter- 
ritory enclosed  by  the  following  boundary  lines,  to  wit:  — 
Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Deerfield  river  at  the  southeasterly 
corner  of  William  L.  Warner's  land ;  thence  northerly  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  land  of  Homer  Sherman;  thence  easterly 
on  said  Sherman's  land  to  his  northeast  corner;  thence 
easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  land  of 
the  Deerfield  Valley  Agricultural  Society;  thence  easterly 
along  the  southern  boundary  of  said  society's  land  to  its 
southeast  corner;  thence  easterly  to  the  northwest  corner  of 
land  of  Olive  Adella  Cooley;  thence  southerly  by  land  of 
said  Coole}^  across  the  Mohawk  Trail  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
Deerfield  river;  and  thence  westerly  on  said  river  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  fire  district,  and  are 
hereby  made  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Charle- 
mont Fire  District,  hereinafter  called  the  district,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  themselves  with  water  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  with 
power  to  establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  to  relocate  and 
discontinue  the  same,  for  assessing  and  raising  taxes  as  pro- 
vided herein  for  payment  for  such  services,  and  for  defray- 
ing the  necessary  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  said 
district,  subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
relating  to  such  districts,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  said  district,  act- 
ing by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners  herein- 
after provided  for,  may  purchase  and  hold  the  water,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  of  any  well,  pond,  brook  or  stream  within

He  shall  allow  to  the  credit  of  a  company  in  the  account  of 
its  financial  condition  only  such  assets  as  are  available 
for  the  payment  of  losses  in  this  commonwealth,  including 
all  assets  deposited  with  officers  of  other  states  or  countries 
for  the  security  of  the  policy  holders  of  such  company;  but 
no  holding  or  parcel  of  real  estate  shall  be  given  a  higher 
value  than  would  be  adequate  to  yield  at  three  per  cent 
annual  interest  the  average  amount  of  its  net  rental  for  three 
years  next  preceding,  except  that  if  a  company  shows  to  his 
satisfaction  that  the  actual  value  of  any  of  its  real  estate  is 
greater  than  the  value  so  ascertained,  then  the  actual  value 
of  the  said  real  estate  as  determined  by  the  commissioner 
shall  be  allowed.

under-drains  under  or  over  any  bridge,  railroad,  railway, 
boulevard  or  other  public  way,  or  within  the  location  of  any 
railroad,  and  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  private  land, 
public  land  or  railroad  location,  for  the  purpose  of  lajdng 
such  drains  and  sewers  and  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the 
same,  and  may  do  any  other  thing  proper  or  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act;  provided,  that  they  shall  not  take 
in  fee  any  land  of  a  railroad  corporation,  and  that  they  shall 
not  enter  upon  or  construct  any  drain  or  sewer  within  the 
location  of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  agree  upon  with  such  corpora- 
tion, or,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  department  of  pubhc  utilities. 

Section  6.  Anj^  person  injured  in  his  property  by  any 
action  of  said  board  of  sewer  commissioners  under  this  act 
may  recover  damages  from  said  town  under  said  chapter 
seventy-nine.

FOR  THE  SALE  OF  VINEGAR  OTHER  THAN  UNDILUTED  CIDER 
VINEGAR. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  ninety-four  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  165.  No 
manufacturer  or  producer  of,  or  wholesale  dealer  in,  vinegar 
shall,  by  himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  use  a  cask,  barrel 
or  other  container  for  the  sale,  offering  for  sale,  exchange  or 
delivery  of  vinegar,  or  have  such  vinegar  in  possession  in 
any  cask,  barrel  or  other  container  with  intent  to  sell,  offer 
for  sale,  exchange  or  deliver  such  vinegar  therein,  unless 
the  container  is  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  place  of 
business  of  such  manufacturer,  producer  or  wholesale  dealer, 
the  kind  of  vinegar  contained  therein  and  the  substances 
from  which  it  is  made  and  unless  the  following  additional 
requirements  as  to  the  marking  and  labelling  of  the  container 
are  complied  with :  —  If  the  vinegar  is  cider  vinegar  diluted 
to  legal  strength,  the  container  shall  be  distinctly  and  con- 
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spicuously  labelled,  "Diluted  to  Legal  Strength"  or  by  other 
like  words  indicating  such  fact.  Each  compound,  mixture 
or  blend  of  vinegar  shall  be  marked  with  the  word  ''com- 
pound" or  "mixture",  together  with  a  statement  of  its 
constituents  and  the  percentage  of  each  constituent.  The 
principal  label,  including  the  word  "compound"  or  "mix- 
ture", if  used  on  vinegar  in  wooden  packages,  shall  be  in 
Roman  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  high,  properly  spaced 
and  in  straight  parallel  lines  with  no  more  than  two  inches 
of  space  between  each  line.  The  marking  of  vinegar  in 
other  containers  than  wooden  packages  shall  be  governed 
by  vsections  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  and  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  Penalty. 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  Not  applicable

sickness  or  injury,  and  may  grant  a  pension  to  any  employee 
retiring  by  reason  of  the  infirmities  of  age  who  has  been 
continuously  in  the  service  of  the  company  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  years.

In  the  city  of  Boston  the  city  council,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the 
fees  for  licenses  or  permits  for  which  a  fee  is  collected  at  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  act  under  authority  of  statutes 
then  existing  in  all  cases  where  the  entire  proceeds  of  such 
fees  form  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  excepting  fees 
for  marriage  licenses  or  for  licenses  granted  by  the  mayor 
under  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight  and  its  amendments  and  ad- 
ditions. Until  action  is  taken  under  this  act  in  respect  to 
any  fee  subject  to  its  provisions,  the  same  shall  remain  as 
estabhshed  on  said  date. 

Section  2.  The  city  council  of  said  city,  with  like  ap- 
proval, may  establish  and  fix  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  city  clerk 
for  the  use  of  said  city  for  the  qualification  or  warrant 
of  any  officer,  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  confirmed  by 
the  city  council,  whose  compensation  is  derived  from  fees 
charged  for  the  exercise  of  powers  conferred  by  such  appoint- 
ment. 

Section  3.  All  provisions  of  law,  in  so  far  as  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  with  any  action  authorized 
hereunder,  shall  not  apply  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  any  suit  now  pending  by  or  against  any  corporation 
mentioned  herein,  or  any  suit  now  pending  or  hereafter 
brought  for  any  liability  now  existing  against  the  stock- 
holders or  officers  of  any  such  corporation,  or  to  revive  any 
charter  previously  annulled  or  any  corporation  previously 
dissolved,  or  to  make  valid  any  defective  organization  of 
any  of  the  supposed  corporations  mentioned  herein. 

Section  3.  Suits  upon  choses  in  action  arising  out  of 
contracts  sold  or  assigned  by  any  corporation  dissolved  by 
this  act  may  be  brought  or  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  or  assignee.  The  fact  of  sale  or  assignment  and 
of  purchase  by  the  plaintiff  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  writ  or 
other  process;  and  the  defendant  may  avail  himself  of  any 
matter  of  defence  of  which  he  might  have  availed  himself 
in  a  suit  upon  the  claim  by  the  corporation,  had  it  not  been 
dissolved  by  this  act. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
lieve the  last  person  who  was  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treas- 
urer, or,  in  their  absence  or  incapacity,  who  was  any  other 
principal  officer  of  each  of  the  corporations  named  in  this  act, 
from  the  obligation  to  make  a  tax  return  as  of  April  first  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  dissolution  as  required  by  chapter  sixty- 
three  of  the  General  Laws.  The  tax  liability  of  each  of  the 
corporations  named  in  this  act  shall  be  determined  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  operative  as  of  March 
thirty-first  in  the  current  year,  except  so  much  thereof  as 
relates  to  any  corporation  which  was  not  in  existence  on 
said  date.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  the  city  of  Everett,  there  shall  be  a 
department  of  soldiers'  relief  and  state  and  military  aid 
under  the  direction  of  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  as 
provided  in  section  two. 

Section  2.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall,  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  annually  thereafter  in 
the  month  of  January,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board 
of  aldermen,  appoint  a  commissioner  of  soldiers'  relief  and 
state  and  military  aid  who  shall  perform  all  duties  imposed 
by  law  relative  to  the  payment  and  disbursement  of  state 
aid,  military  aid  and  soldiers'  relief.  Every  such  commis- 
sioner shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  and 
until  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  except  the  one  first 
appointed  who  shall  serve  only  until  the  qualification  of  his 
successor.

PROVISIONS,  AND  ALSO  CLARIFYING  BY  THE  ELIMINATION  OF 
REDUNDANT  LANGUAGE  AND  OTHERWISE  THE  PROVISIONS 
OF  SAID  GENERAL  LAWS  RELATIVE  TO  STATE  OFFICES  AND 
POSITIONS  SUBJECT  TO  CLASSIFICATION. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  in  part  Emergency 

'  .  i*i-  11  preamble. 

defeat  one  of  its  primary  purposes,  whicli  is  to  make  tne  pro- 
visions thereof,  relative  to  county  offices  and  positions  sub- 
ject to  classification,  effective  "t  the  time  such  classifications 
are  put  into  operation,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of 
the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

COUNTY    OFFICES   AND    POSITIONS. 

Section  1.     Chapter   twelve   of   the    General   Laws,    as  g.  l.  12,  §  is, 
amended  in  section  eighteen  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ®''°' amended, 
thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two 
and  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-four,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  :^ — Section  18.     If   there  is   no    assistant   district  cierk  or 
attorney,  the  district  attornej^  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  assistant  to

In  each  county,  except  Sunolk  and  except  counties  mam-  to  agriculture, 
taining  vocational  agricultural  schools,  there  shall  be  an 
unpaid  board  of  nine  trustees  to  be  known  as  trustees 
for  county  aid  to  agriculture.

Public  admin-  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  2. 
bond  wfth°clr^-^  A  public  administrator  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  ad- 
tain  conditions,  ministration  of  each  estate  on  which  letters  of  administra- 
tion may  be  granted  to  him  as  such  public  administrator, 
with  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  form  as  the  probate  court 
may  order,  payable  to  the  judge  of  said  court  and  his  suc- 
cessors, with  condition  substantially  as  follows :  —

All  such  bonds  shall  be 
designated  on  their  face,  Gloucester  Pier  Loan,  and  shall  be 
on  the  serial  payment  plan  for  such  maximum  term  of 
years  as  the  governor  may  recommend  to  the  general  court 
in  accordance  with  section  three  of  Article  LXII  of  the 
amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth,  the 
maturities  thereof  to  be  so  arranged  that  the  amount  pay- 
able each  year,  other  than  the  final  year  shall,  as  nearly  as 
is  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  treasurer  practicable,  be  equal. 
Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annually  at  such 
rate  as  the  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council,  shall  fix. 

Section  6.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  location  of  each  of  the  angles  in  the  lines  hereinafter 
described  is  fixed  by  a  distance  hereinafter  called  longitude 
in  feet  from  a  meridian  passing  through  the  center  of  the 
apex  of  the  dome  of  the  state  house  in  Boston,  and  by  a 
distance  hereinafter  called  latitude  in  feet,  from  a  line  at 
right  angles  to  said  meridian  and  passing  through  the  said 
center  of  the  apex  of  the  state  house  dome,  and  the  bearings 
refer  to  the  true  meridian  passing  through  the  center  of  said 
apex. 

Beginning  at  point  D  in  the  harbor  line  established  by 
chapter  two  hundred  and  ninetj'-three  of  the  acts  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-six  in  latitude  eleven  thousand  thirty-five

GENERAL  PROVISIONS.

The  selectmen  shall  thereupon  direct 
the  town  clerk  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot 
used  for  the  election  of  town  officers  at  such  meeting  sub- 
stantially the  following  question:  Shall  the 
town  adopt  the  standard  form  of  representa- 
tive town  meeting  government  provided  by 
chapter  forty-three  A  of  the  General  Laws?  If  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  thereon  are  in  the  affirmative  such  stand- 
ard form  shall  thereupon  become  effective  in  such  town,  and

The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  all  votes  upon  any  questions  so  submitted 
shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  check  list  shall  be  used  in 
the  several  precinct  meetings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the 
election  of  town  officers.  The  questions  so  submitted  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  registered  voters  of 
the  town  voting  thereon,  but  no  action  of  the  representative 
town  meeting  shall  be  reversed  unless  at  least  twenty  per 
cent  of  the  registered  voters  shall  so  vote.

letic contests  and  games,  for  the  support  and  encouragement

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for  additions  to  the  present  stadium  and  field,  and  for  other 
incidental  expenses  connected  with  such  athletic  contests  and 
games,  and  shall  be  expended  as  aforesaid  on  order  of  the 
school  committee.

No  loan  shall  be  Applications 
made  upon  real  estate  unless  a  written  application  is  made  r^/estTte.^ 
therefor,  showing  the  date,  name  of  applicant,  amount  of 
loan  desired,  description  of  property  offered  and  other  infor- 
mation deemed  necessary.     A  written  report  thereon  shall 
be  made  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  security  committee, 
signed  by  them,  approving  the  security  offered  and  certifying 
to  the  value  of  the  property  according  to  their  best  judg- 
ment.    The  application  and  report  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served with  all  other  papers  relating  to  the  loan.

companied  by  a  transfer  and  pledge  of  the  requisite  number 
of  shares  standing  in  the  name  of  the  borrower,  and  secured 
by  a  mortgage  of  real  estate  situated  in  the  commonwealth, 
the  title  to  which  is  in  the  name  of  the  borrower  and  which  is 
unencumbered  by  any  mortgage  or  lien  other  than  municipal 
liens  or  such  as  may  be  held  by  the  corporation  making  the 
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loan.  No  loan  upon  one  parcel  of  real  estate  shall  exceed 
eight  thousand  dollars  and  no  loan  shall  exceed  eighty  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  mortgaged  property,  if  improved  real 
estate,  nor  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  such  value,  if  vacant 
land,  as  certified  by  the  security  committee.  The  shares  so 
pledged  shall  be  held  by  the  corporation  as  collateral  se- 
curity for  the  performance  of  the  conditions  of  the  note  and 
mortgage.  The  note  and  mortgage  shall  recite  the  number 
of  shares  and  the  series  to  which  the  shares  belong  and  the 
amount  of  money  advanced  thereon,  and  shall  be  conditioned 
upon  the  payment  at  or  before  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
corporation  of  the  monthly  dues  on  said  shares,  and  the  in- 
terest and  premium,  if  any,  upon  the  loan,  with  all  fines  on 
payments  in  arrears,  until  said  shares  reach  their  matured 
value  or  until  said  loan  is  otherwise  cancelled  and  discharged. 
If  the  borrower  fails  to  offer  security  satisfactory  to  the  di- 
rectors within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  his  right 
to  the  loan  shall  be  forfeited  and  he  may  be  charged  with 
one  month's  interest  and  one  month's  premium,  if  any,  at 
the  determined  rate,  and  with  such  part  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors;  and 
the  money  appropriated  for  such  loan  may  subsequently  be 
reloaned. 

Whenever  the  full  value  of  shares  pledged  to  secure  any 
loan  on  improved  real  estate  made  and  secured  as  aforesaid, 
after  deducting  all  fines  and  other  charges  legally  incurred 
respecting  said  shares,  shall  equal  or  exceed  twenty-five  per 
cent  of  the  original  amount  of  the  note  evidencing  such  loan, 
but  not  earher  than  four  years  after  the  date  of  said  note, 
such  loan  may,  at  the  option  of  the  owner  of  such  shares  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  directors,  be  converted  into  a  de- 
mand or  time  loan  bearing  interest  at  a  determined  rate 
payable  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  evidenced  by  a  new  note 
secured  by  a  first  mortgage  in  common  form  upon  said  real 
estate;  provided,  that  upon  application  of  the  shareholder  for 
such  conversion,  a  report  approving  the  security  for  such 
converted  loan  and  a  certification  of  the  value  of  the  real 
estate  securing  the  same  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  section  twenty-five  for  original  co-operative  bank 
loans  and  that  said  loan  when  so  converted  will  not  exceed 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  real  estate  securing  the 
same,  as  certified  as  aforesaid,  and  said  shareholder  shall 
subscribe  for  such  number  of  shares  in  the  current  series  and, 
until  the  discharge  of  such  converted  loan,  shall  hold  such 
number  of  shares,  as  the  treasurer  may  determine. 

In  the  event  of  the  conversion  as  aforesaid  of  a  co-operative 
bank  mortgage  into  a  common  form  mortgage,  the  full  value 
of  the  shares  pledged  to  secure  the  co-operative  bank  mort- 
gage, after  deducting  all  fines  and  any  other  charges  legally 
incurred  and  such  sum  as  will  leave  the  unpaid  balance  a 
multiple  of  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  credited  to  the  owner  thereof, 
the  co-operative  bank  mortgage  discharged  and  the  shares 
pledged  to  secure  the  same  surrendered  and  cancelled. 
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No  loan  or  mortgage  shall  so  be  converted  as  to  render  the  Restrictions  as 
total  amount  of  such  converted  loans  held  by  such  corpora-  t°^conversion, 
tion  in  excess  of  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
loans  secured  by  mortgage  of  real  estate  held  by  such  corpo- 
ration. Every  parcel  of  real  estate  mortgaged  to  secure  a 
converted  loan  shall  be  revalued  at  intervals  of  not  more 
than  three  years  so  long  as  it  is  so  mortgaged,  by  at  least  two 
members  of  the  security  committee  of  the  corporation,  who 
shall  certify  in  writing  according  to  their  best  judgment  the 
value  of  the  real  estate  so  mortgaged.

jury thereto,  shall  not  vest  until  the  water  is  actually  with- 
drawn or  diverted  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  5.     Said  town  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  Town  may 
the  necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  or  to  be  in-  ^ssjae  bonds. 
curred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  other  than  expenses 
of  maintenance  and  operation,  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds 
or  notes  to  an  amount,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words,  Town  of  Southampton  Water  Loan,  Act  of  go^tha°m  ton 
1931.     Each   authorized   issue   shall   constitute   a   separate  Water  Loan, 
loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  thirty  ^'^^°^  ^^^^" 
years  from  their  dates.     Indebtedness  incurred  under  this 
act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  hmit,  but  shall,  except 
as  provided  herein,  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
General  Laws.

interest  as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  afore- 
said, and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as  may 
be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  without 
further  vote  be  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  said  town 
annually  thereafter  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes,  until 
the  debt  incurred  by  the  said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 
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Section  7.  The  said  town  shall,  after  its  acceptance  of

sioner shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
All  the  authority  granted  to  the  said  town  by  this  act,  ex- 
cept sections  five  and  six,  and  not  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of  water  commissioners, 
who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to  such  instructions,  rules 
and  regulations  as  said  town  may  impose  by  its  vote.  A 
majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said 
board  from  any  cause  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term  by  said  town  at  any  legal  town  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose.  Any  such  vacancy  may  be  filled 
temporarily  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  selectmen,  and  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  until  the  town  fills  the 
vacancy  in  the  manner  specified  herein. 

Section  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  fix  just  and  equi- 
table prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water  and  shall  prescribe 
the  time  and  manner  of  paj'ment.  The  income  of  the  water 
works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all  operating  expenses, 
and  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the  principal  as  they 
accrue  on  any  bonds  or  notes  issued  for  water  suppl}''  pur- 
poses. If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus  remaining  after  pro- 
viding for  the  aforesaid  charges,  it  shall  be  appropriated  for 
such  new  construction  as  the  water  commissioners,  with  the 
approval  of  the  town,  may  determine  upon,  and  in  case  a 
surplus  should  remain  after  the  payment  for  such  new  con- 
struction, the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.

commissioners  and  company  to  agree,  at  such  amount  as 
may  be  determined  by  a  board  of  three  appraisers,  one  to  be 
named  by  the  board,  one  by  the  company,  and  the  two  thus 
chosen  to  select  a  third.     Any  sum  awarded  may  be  paid 
from  the  proceeds  of  loans  issued  under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  accept-  Submission  to

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  first  paragraph  of  section  twelve  of  chapter  three  1926,375, 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  Imended/' 
and  twenty-six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
twelfth  to  fourteenth  lines,  inclusive,  the  words  "near  an 
elevation  of  seven  hundred  and  eight  feet  above  mean  sea 
level  at  Boston,  at  or  above  the  outlet  of  Quinapoxet  pond" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  above  a  point  in 
said  river  between  the  confluence  of  Musquapoag  brook, 
so-called,  with  said  river  and  the  northwesterly  boundary  of 
the  highway  running  from  Holden  to  Princeton,  —  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "but"  in  the  twenty-first  line  the 
words :  — ,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  —  and  b}^  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "gallons"  in  the  forty-second  line  the 
following  new  sentence:  —  If  said  city  shall  at  any  time,  with

the  confluence  of  Musquapoag  brook,  so-called,  with  said 
river  and  the  northwesterly  boundary  of  the  highway  running 
from  Holden  to  Princeton,  including  the  waters  in  any  ponds 
or  reservoirs  thereon  and  the  waters  flowing  directly  or 
indirectly,  into  and  fVom  the  same,  and  all  springs  and 
tributaries  thereto,  and  the  water  rights  connected  with  the 
aforesaid  waters  and  sources  above  the  places  of  taking;  and 
the  said  city  may  take  existing  reservoirs  and  ponds  upon 
said  streams  and  their  tributaries  above  the  points  at  which 
it  is  authorized  as  aforesaid  to  take  the  said  waters,  but,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  the  total  supply  herein  author- 
ized to  be  taken  shall  not  exceed  in  any  calendar  year  an 
average  quantity  of  ten  million  gallons  of  water  per  diem,  and 
the  balance  of  the  waters  remaining,  and  also  from  time  to 
time  such  part  of  the  quantity  of  water  herein  authorized  to 
be  acquired  and  diverted  as  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
water  commissioner  of  said  city,  needed  for  the  supply  of 
the  water  system  of  said  city,  shall  be  permitted  to  flow  to 
the  Wachusett  reservoir  of  the  metropolitan  water  system; 
provided,  that  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  metropolitan  district 
commission,  the  needs  of  the  metropolitan  water  system, 
pending  the  completion  of  the  works  necessar^^  to  divert  the 
flood  waters  of  the  Ware  river  as  authorized  in  section  one, 
require  that  said  amount  herein  authorized  to  be  taken  by 
the  said  city  be  reduced,  the  metropolitan  district  commis- 
sion may,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  reduce  said 
amount  to  not  less  than  an  average  quantity  of  five  million 
gallons  of  water  per  diem.  In  case  of  such  reduction  the 
commonwealth  on  behalf  of  the  metropolitan  district  shall 
pay  the  city  of  Worcester  for  the  amount  of  water  so  with- 
held by  such  reduction  at  the  rate  of  forty  dollars  per  mil- 
lion gallons.  If  said  city  shall  at  any  time,  with  the  approval 
of  the  metropolitan  district  commission,  take  water  in  any 
calendar  year  in  excess  of  an  average  quantity  of  ten  million 
gallons  per  diem  as  herein  authorized,  said  city  shall  pay  to 
the  commonwealth  for  the  benefit  of  the  metropolitan  water 
district  for  the  excess  amount  of  water  so  taken  at  the  rate 
of  forty  dollars  per  million  gallons.  The  said  city  shall  take 
such  measures  to  protect  and  preserve  the  purity  of  the  said 
waters  and  shall  maintain  such  sanitary  conditions  relative 
thereto  and  in  their  respective  watersheds  as  the  state  de- 
partment of  public  health  may  require.  Said  city  may  by 
aqueduct  or  pipe  line  conduct  the  waters  so  taken,  into  the 
city  directly  or  through  any  reservoir  and  any  aqueduct  or 
pipe  line  belonging  to  said  city  and  now  existing.  The  said 
city  may,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  construct,  lay  and 
maintain  conduits,  pipes,  canals,  water  courses,  dams,  reser- 
voirs and  other  works  under  or  over  lands,  water  courses, 
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railroads,  railways,  public  or  private  ways  and  along  such 
ways,  and  may  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise  and  hold  in  May  take  lands, 
fee  or  otherwise  any  lands,  dams  or  structures,  easements  or  structures,  etc. 
rights  in  land  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  said  pur- 
poses and  for  collecting,  purifying,  storing,  discharging,  con- 
ducting or  distributing  said  waters  or  preserving  the  purity 
thereof.

Chapter  two  hundred  and  ten  of  the  General  Laws  is  g.  l.  210,  new 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  five  the  following  fg^'""  ^^^^'' 
new  section:  —  Section  5 A.     Upon  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  investiKation 
adoption  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen,  notice  shall  be  i^^'^/rtment'of 
given  to  the  department  of  public  welfare  which  shall  make  pXi'c  welfare 
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appropriate  inquiry  to  determine  the  condition  and  ante- 
cedents of  the  child  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
he  is  a  proper  subject  for  adoption,  and  to  determine  whether 
the  petitioners  and  their  home  are  suitable  for  the  proper 
rearing  of  the  child,  due  regard  being  given  the  race  and 
religion  of  the  child  and  of  the  petitioners.  The  department 
shall  submit  to  the  court  not  later  than  thirty  days  after 
receipt  of  such  notice,  or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
court  may  allow,  such  written  report  as  will  give  the  court 
full  knowledge  as  to  the  desirability  of  the  proposed  adoption.

in  suitable  repair  and  is  used  for  the  purposes  to  which  said 
approval  applied;  and  provided,  that  none  of  the  exemptions 
from  the  right  of  eminent  domain  herein  provided  for  shall 
apply  to  the  taking  by  the  department  of  any  property 
necessary  for  providing  suitable  and  convenient  track  con- 
nections between  the  rails  serving  any  piers  that  may  be 
built,  or  accfiiired  or  improved  under  sections  four  and  five 
or  may  have  been  built  or  acquired  or  improved  under  cor- 
responding provisions  of  earlier  laws,  and  the  rails  of  any 
existing  or  proposed  railroad  that  reaches  or  may  reach 
Boston.

required  to  be  paid  into  the  Conmionwcalth's  Flats  Improve- 
ment Fund,  shall  be  collected  by  the  department  and  paid 
to  the  commonwealth,  to  the  credit  of  the  Port  of  Boston

Chap. 397  An  Act  relative  to  the  taxation  of  estates  and  fidu- 
ciaries IN  CERTAIN  instances. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  sixty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended  in  section  nine  by  section  one  of  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said 
section  nine  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
Section  9.  The  estates  of  deceased  persons  who  last  dwelt 
in  the  commonwealth  shall  be  subject  to  the  taxes  imposed 
by  this  chapter  upon  all  income  received  by  such  persons 
during  their  lifetime,  if  assessed  within  the  time  limited  by 
section  thirty-seven. 

The  income  received  by  the  estates  of  such  deceased  persons 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  chapter  to  the 
extent  that  the  persons  to  whom  such  income  is  payable,  or 
for  whose  benefit  it  is  accumulated  are  inhabitants  of  the 
commonwealth;  and  such  income  shall  include  as  and  when 
received  by  the  executor  or  administrator  all  income  taxable 
under  section  one  of  this  chapter  which  would  have  been 
taxable  to  the  decedent  if  he  had  survived  to  receive  it,  and 
the  taxes  upon  such  income  as  shall  have  become  a  part  of  the 
corpus  of  his  estate  under  the  rules  of  probate  accounting, 
may  be  charged  against  principal  in  any  accounting  made  by 
the  executor  or  administrator.  All  taxes  under  this  section 
shall  be  assessed  to  the  executor  or  administrator  and  before 
the  appointment  of  an  executor  or  administrator  said  taxes 
may  be  assessed  in  general  terms  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased 
and  the  executor  or  administrator  subsequently  appointed 
shall  be  liable  for  the  taxes  so  assessed  as  though  they  were 
assessed  to  him.  No  person  shall  be  taxed  under  this  chapter 
for  income  received  from  any  executor  or  administrator  which 
income  has  itself  been  taxed  under  this  section. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  apply  to  income  received  in  the 
calendar  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty  and  thereafter.

In  their  use  of  public  streets  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  otherwise  than  for  designated  stands,  sight-seeing 
automobiles  and  persons  operating  them  as  drivers  shall  be 
subject  to  all  rules  applicable  to  motor  vehicles  in  general 
which,  in  accordance  with  law,  have  been  made  or  shall 
hereafter  be  made  by  the  board  of  street  commissioners  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  by  the  Boston  traffic  commission  and

lars, and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  county  therefor, 
which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Pljonouth  County- 
Marshfield  Sea  Wall  Loan,  Act  of  1931.  Each  authorized 
issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be 
payable  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  their  dates.  Such 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners. The  county  may  sell  the  said  securities  at  public 
or  private  sale  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  county 
commissioners  may  deem  proper,  but  not  for  less  than  their 
par  value.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  thirty-five 
of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  3.  The  county  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  commissioners,  may  issue  temporary  notes  of  the  county, 
payable  in  not  more  than  one  year  from  their  dates,  in 
anticipation  of  the  issue  of  serial  bonds  or  notes  under  the 
preceding  section,  but  the  time  within  which  such  serial 
bonds  or  notes  shall  become  due  and  payable  shall  not,  by 
reason  of  such  temporary  notes,  be  extended  beyond  the 
time  fixed  by  said  section.  Any  notes  issued  in  anticipation 
of  the  serial  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
thereof. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  payments 
required  to  be  made  by  the  town  of  JMarshfield  under  this 
act,  said  town  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  sixty- 
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seven  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  notes  therefor,  which 
shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Town  of  Marshficld,  Sea  Town  of  Marsh- 
Wall  Loan,  Act  of  1931.     Each  authorized  issue  shall  con-  K.^la^^" 
stitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  within  °^  ^^2^- 
ten  years  from  their  dates.     Indebtedness  incurred  by  said 
town  under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit, 
but  shall,  except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter 
forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  Betterments  may  be  assessed  by  said  town  of  Assessments  of 
Marshfield,  under  chapter  eighty  of  the  General  Laws,  upon 
estates  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements  hereinbe- 
fore authorized;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of  such  Proviso, 
assessments  shall  not  exceed  one  half  the  amount  of  the 
payments  required  to  be  made  by  said  town  under  this  act; 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  assessments  shall  be  used  to  pay 
indebtedness  incurred  by  said  town  under  the  preceding 
section. 

Section  6.     This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  ac-  Submission  to 
ceptance  during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  county  ^oun"y"com- 
commissioners  of  Plymouth  county  and  by  vote  of  the  town  missioners 
of  Marshfield  in  town  meeting  and  the  filing  in  the  office  of  of  town  of  ^ 
the  said  department  of  certified  copies  of  said  votes.

much  thereof  as  provides  for  acceptance  as  aforesaid  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.  Approved  June  9,  1931. 


An  Act  to  revise  and  codify  the  laws  relating  to  the  Qhn^  AQQ 
transportation    of   passengers   for   hire   by   motor 
vehicles. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The  General  Laws  are  hereby  amended  by  General  Laws, 
inserting  after  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  under  the  after°chapter 
title  "Common  Carriers  of  Passengers  by  Motor  Vehicle",  i^^. 
the  following  new  chapter :  — 

Chapter  159A. 

Common  Carriers  of  Passengers  by  Motor  Vehicle. 

Section  1.    No  person  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  nol^to  be  o^'^- 
in  this  chapter,  operate  any  motor  vehicle  upon  any  public  ated  upon 
way  in  any  city  or  town  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  for'^carrkig^^of 
hire,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  a  means  of  transporta-  j^frTwi1;![oJt°L 
tion  similar  to  that  afforded  by  a  railway  company,  by  license,  etc. 
indiscriminately  receiving  and  discharging  passengers  along 
the  route  on  which  the  vehicle  is  operated  or  may  be  run- 
ning, or  for  transporting  passengers  for  hire  as  a  business 
between  fixed  and  regular  termini,  without  first  obtaining  a 
license  for  sUch  operation  from  the  city  council  of  such  city 
or  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  in  this  chapter  called  the 
Hcensing  authority;  provided,  that,  in  respect  to  any  boule-  Proviso, 
vard   or    way  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  metropolitan 
district  commission,  such  commission  shall  constitute  the 
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licensing  authority.  Any  such  Hcense  issued  by  a  city  coun- 
cil under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
mayor.  The  fee  for  any  such  license  shall  not  exceed  ten 
dollars.  Such  license  may  limit  the  number  of  vehicles  to 
be  operated  thereunder.  Any  person,  receiving  a  license 
under  this  section  and  operating  a  vehicle  or  vehicles  there- 
under, shall,  in  respect  to  such  operation,  be  subject  to  such 
orders,  rules  or  regulations  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
licensing  authority  under  this  chapter.  No  license,  certifi- 
cate or  permit  shall  be  required  under  this  chapter  in  respect 
to  such  carriage  of  passengers  as  is  exclusively  interstate. 

Section  2.  Every  such  license  shall  specify  the  route  or 
routes  over  which  the  motor  vehicles  used  thereunder  may 
be  operated.  A  licensee  shall  not  operate  motor  vehicles  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  the  preceding  section  otherwise 
than  upon  routes  specified  in  the  license  or  licenses  issued 
to  him,  provided  that  in  the  event  of  the  closing  of  the 
whole  or  a  portion  of  such  a  route  by  public  authority  or  of 
interference  with  operation  thereon  by  street  repairs,  fire, 
accident,  unusual  and  severe  traffic  congestion  or  other 
emergency,  a  licensee  may  temporarily  operate  such  vehicles 
by  a  reasonably  direct  and  convenient  detour. 

Section  3.  If  a  person  desiring  to  operate  any  motor 
vehicle  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid  over  a 
route  covering  at  least  twenty  miles  holds  a  license  therefor 
in  the  terminal  municipalities  and  also  a  license  in  all  but 
one  of  the  intervening  municipalities,  or,  in  case  seven  or 
more  municipalities  intervene,  in  all  but  one  or  two  thereof, 
the  department  of  public  utilities,  hereinafter  in  this  chapter 
called  the  department,  on  petition  of  such  person,  shall  act 
as  the  licensing  authority  in  the  one  or  two  municipalities, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  such  person's  application  for 
such  an  original  license  has  not  been  favorably  acted  upon 
within  three  months  after  the  filing  thereof.  The  depart- 
ment, before  issuing  such  a  license,  shall  give  a  public  hear- 
ing thereon  after  notice  to  the  licensing  authority  of  such  a 
municipality,  and  if  the  department  finds  that  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  require  that  the  applicant  be  allowed 
to  operate  motor  vehicles  through  such  a  municipality  and 
over  a  route  as  aforesaid,  it  may  issue  a  license  therefor  and 
shall  specify  therein  the  route  or  routes  over  which  such 
motor  vehicles  shall  be  operated  therein,  but  operation 
under  such  a  license  shall  be  limited  to  through  traffic  with- 
out stopping  in  such  municipality  for  taking  on  or  dis- 
charging passengers,  except  in  case  of  a  railroad  or  railway 
company  operating  a  bus  line  as  a  part  of  its  system. 

Section  4-  Each  license  issued  after  July  eighteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  under  the  provisions  of 
general  law  applicable  thereto  or  under  this  chapter,  and 
not  since  revoked,  shall  remain  in  force  and  effect  as  to  the 
routes  and  for  the  number  of  vehicles  specified  in  such 
license  or  operated  thereunder,  notwithstanding  any  limita- 
tion therein  contained  as  to  the  time  it  shall  remain  in  effect, 
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until  revoked  as  hereinafter  provided.     After  public  notice  Revocation 
and  hearing,   the  Hcensing  authority  may,   for  good  and  authorityretc. 
sufficient  reasons  to  be  stated  in  the  order  of  revocation, 
revoke  in  whole  or  in  part  such  a  license  issued  by  such 
authority,  but  unless  within  thirty  days  after  any  such  order  invalid  until 
of  revocation,  except  an  order  made  by  the  department  or  departmlnty 
by  the   metropolitan   district   commission   acting   as   such  ""'ess,  etc.

CREASING  ITS   WATER    SUPPLY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  increasing  its  water  sup- 
ply and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this  act, 
the  city  of  Pittsfield  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  eminent 
domain  under  and  in  accordance  with  chapter  seventy-nine 
of  the  General  Laws,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to 
acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  at  any  time  or 
from  time  to  time,  the  waters  of  Cleveland  brook,  so  called, 
and  its  tributaries  lying  within  the  towns  of  Hinsdale  and 
Dalton,  Windsor  reservoir,  so  called,  including  the  dam, 
lying  within  the  towns  of  Hinsdale  and  Dalton,  and  all  the 
waters  flowing  into  or  from  said  reservoir,  and  water  rights 
connected  therewith  located  within  the  towns  of  Hinsdale, 
Peru,  Windsor  and  Dalton,  and  to  convey  the  waters  so  taken 
to  the  city  of  Pittsfield.  Said  city  is  also  authorized  to  take 
by  eminent  domain  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the 
General  Laws,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  and  hold  all  land,  rights  of  way,  and 
easements  in  the  towns  of  Dalton,  Hinsdale,  Windsor,  Peru 
or  Cheshire  or  in  the  city  of  Pittsfield  which  may  be  necessary 
for  collecting  and  storing  such  water  and  protecting  and  pre- 
serving the  purity  thereof  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any 
part  of  the  city  of  Pittsfield  or  to  the  Dalton  fire  district;

recover  the  same  from  said  city  under  said  chapter  seventy- 
nine  ;  provided,  that  the  right  to  any  damages  for  the  taking  Proviso. 
of  any  water,  water  right,  or  any  injury  thereto  shall  not  vest 
until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under  such 
taking.    Damages  for  the  temporary  use  or  injury  to  property 
may,  on  the  request  of  the  petitioner,  be  assessed  by  monthly 
payments,  to  be  continued  so  long  as  the  property  is  used  or 
injured. 

Section  6.     The  city  of  Pittsfield  may  enter  upon  any  Entry  upon 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys,  stream  gagings,  test  pMe^of°mak[ng 
pits  and  borings,  and  may  take  or  otherwise  acquire  the  right  surveys,  etc. 
to  occupy  temporarily  any  lands  necessary  for  the  construc- 
tion of  any  works  or  for  any  other  purpose  authorized  by  this 
act. 

Section  7.     If  the  city  of  Pittsfield  shall  under  authority  Suitable  ways 
of  this  act  construct  any  reservoir  in  such  manner  as  to  flow  place  oTways 
any  existing  public  way,  it  shall  raise  the  way  to  such  grade  flowed,  etc. 
as  will  make  it  reasonably  safe  and  convenient  for  travel  or 
shall  build  in  place  of  any  part  of  said  way  so  flowed  another 
suitable  wa}^,  with  all  necessary  fences  and  culverts,  which  To  be  public 
way  shall  thereafter  be  a  public  way,  and  shall  be  maintained  ^'^^^' 
and  kept  in  repair  by  the  town  in  which  the  same  is  located. 

Section  8.     Said  city  of  Pittsfield,  with  the  advice  and  C'^tg  ^foTonSr 
approval  of  the  state  department  of  public  health,  may  sell  needed,  etc. 
at  public  or  private  sale  or  may  exchange  any  real  property, 
or  any  easements,  whether  taken  by  eminent  domain  or 
otherwise,  no  longer  needed  for  works  under  its  charge  or  may 
from  time  to  time  lease  any  property  not  then  so  needed; 
and  may  in  its  discretion,  by  lease,  license  or  other  agreement.  May  permit 
permit  the  construction  and  maintenance  on  any  land  under  of 'to\vers,'°° 
its  control  oT  towers,  poles,  wires,  and  other  structures  for  the  fo"'c^(;rtain' 
purpose  of  transmitting  electric  power  over  lands  and  water  purposes.

provided,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  department,  such  Proviso. 
lease,  license  or  agreement  will  not  affect  or  interfere  with  the 
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water  supply;  and  provided  further,  that  said  city  may 
revoke  said  lease,  license  or  agreement  for  cause  to  be  deter- 
mined by  it,  with  the  approval  of  said  department. 

Section  9.  In  contracts  entered  into  by  the  city  of  Pitts- 
field  for  the  construction  of  the  works  herein  authorized  there 
may  be  inserted  a  provision  that  the  city  or  any  contractor 
or  sub-contractor  for  the  city  may  employ  laborers,  work- 
men, and  mechanics  for  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  day 
or  for  more  than  forty-eight  hours  in  any  one  week  in  such 
construction  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of 
labor  and  industries,  public  necessity  so  requires. 

Section  10.  The  city  of  Pittsfield  may  in  its  discretion 
appoint  and  remove  such  engineering,  legal,  clerical  and 
other  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  cany  on  the 
work  authorized  by  this  act  and  may  fix  their  compensation. 
Such  appointments  and  removals  shall  be  wholly  exempt 
from  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty-one 
of  the  General  Laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
thereunder. 

Section  11.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  authority  granted  to  the  cit}^  of  Pittsfield  by  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  act  may,  if  the  city  council  of  said 
city  shall  so  order,  be  exercised  b}'-  a  special  water  committee 
or  commission  which  shall  be  appointed  and  constituted  in 
such  manner  as  such  order  may  direct,  and  whose  authority 
shall  continue  for  such  period  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
order,  notwithstanding  the  earlier  termination  of  the  term 
of  office  of  the  cit}^  council  passing  such  order.

year. 

Section  13.  The  city  of  Pittsfield  through  its  department 
of  public  works,  city  engineer  or  such  other  department, 
board  or  officer  as  the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  shall  manage,  improve  and  control  the  land  and 
other  property  purchased  or  acquired  in  any  way  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  prohibit  all  persons  from 
entering  in,  upon  or  over  the  waters  of  any  reservoir  con- 
structed under  authority  of  this  act  or  upon  any  lands  taken 
or  acquired  by  said  city  hereunder. 

Section  14.  The  supreme  judicial  court  or  any  justice 
thereof,  and  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof,  in  term 
time  or  vacation,  on  the  petition  of  the  state  department  of 
public  health  or  of  any  city,  town,  corporation  or  persons 
interested,  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  or  otherwise  to

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or  order  made  under  authority  of  this  act  and  to  prevent  any 
violation  of  any  of  said  provisions.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    On  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  cur-  Finance  com- 
rent  year,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  SecTty  oT 
council,  shall  appoint  a  finance  commission  for  the  cit}^  of  ^°^'f^  q?" 
Lowell  to  consist  of  three  persons,  registered  voters  in  said  ^°'"  "^"^ 
city,  who  shall  have  been  such  for  at  least  five  years  prior 
to  the  date  of  their  appointment,  hereinafter  called  the  com- 
mission.   Vacancies  in  the  commission  shall  be  filled  for  the  vacancies, 
unexpired  term  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council.     The  members  of  the  commission  may  be  Removal, 
removed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient.     The  chairman. 
chairman  shall  be  designated  by  the  governor  and  shall  ^^^^^y- 
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receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  which 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  by  said  city.  The 
other  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  in  monthly 
installments  by  said  city.  The  commission  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  said  city  with  suitable  quarters  in  its  city  hall. 

Section  2.  The  various  departments  and  officers  of  the 
city  shall  submit  in  detail  to  the  commission  on  its  request 
all  requests  for  appropriations.  The  commission  shall,  after 
investigation,  make  up  in  conformity  to  law  the  annual 
and  supplementary  budgets  of  said  city  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  mayor  in  season  to  be  submitted  by  him  to 
the  city  council  as  required  by  the  charter  of  said  city.  The 
mayor  may  increase  or  reduce  any  item  included  therein, 
giving  his  reasons  in  writing  therefor  and  he  shall  submit  the 
same  to  the  city  council  which  may  reduce  but  not  increase 
any  item  included  therein. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  from 
time  to  time  to  investigate  any  and  all  matters  relating  to 
appropriations,  loans,  expenditures,  accounts  and  methods 
of  administration  affecting  said  city,  or  any  department, 
board  or  officer  thereof,  that  may  appear  to  the  commission 
to  require  investigation,  and  to  report  thereon  from  time  to 
time  to  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  the  governor  or  the 
general  court.  The  commission  shall  make  an  annual  report 
in  January  of  each  year  to  the  general  court. 

Section  4.  Any  pay  roll,  bill,  or  other  claim  against  the 
city  shall,  on  request  in  writing  of  the  commission  filed  with 
the  city  auditor,  be  referred  by  the  said  auditor  to  the  com- 
mission before  being  presented  to  the  city  treasurer  for 
payment.  The  commission  shall  immediately  investigate 
the  same  and  report  thereon,  and  pending  such  report  pay- 
ment shall  be  withheld.  The  commission  shall  have  like 
power  to  disapprove  any  pay  roll,  bill  or  claim  against  the 
city  as  city  auditors  have  under  section  fifty-two  of  chapter 
forty-one  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  The  commission  is  authorized  to  employ 
such  experts,  counsel,  and  other  assistants,  and  to  incur 
such  other  expenses  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  the  same 
shall  be  paid  by  said  city  upon  requisition  by  the  commis- 
sion, not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  in  any  year  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  or  such  additional  sums  as  may  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  by  the  city  council  and  approved 
by  the  mayor.  A  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  salaries  of  the 
members  of  the  commission  and  the  further  sum  of  at  least 
ten  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  expenses  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  appropriated  each  year  by  said  city.  The  commission  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  incur  expenses  in  anticipation  of  its 
appropriation  as  if  it  were  a  regular  department  of  said  city. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  said  com- 
mission to  perform  the  duties  and  carry  out  the  objects 
herein  contemplated  and  to  enable  the  mayor,  the  city 
council,  the  governor  or  the  general  court  to  receive  the 
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reports  and  findings  of  said  commission  as  a  basis  for  such 
laws,  ordinances,  or  administrative  orders  as  may  be  deemed 
meet,  the  commission  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production 
of  all  books,  papers,  contracts  and  documents  relating  to 
any  matter  within  the  scope  of  any  investigation  author- 
ized by  this  act,  or  which  may  be  material  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act.  Such  witnesses 
shall  be  summoned  in  the  same  manner  and  be  paid  the 
same  fees  as  witnesses  in  civil  cases  before  the  courts.

The  city  of  Holyoke,  by  its  proper  authorities, 
may  sell  and  convey  to  the  Forestdale  Cemetery  Associa- 
tion a  part,  not  exceeding  one  half,  of  the  land  now  owned 
by  said  city  and  located  in  Forestdale  cemetery  in  said  city, 
which  was  conveyed  to  the  town  of  Holyoke  by  said  asso- 
ciation by  deed  dated  January  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one,  and  recorded  in  the  Hampden  county 
registry  of  deeds,  book  204,  page  463,  and  also  may  sell  and 
convey  to  said  association  that  certain  lot  of  land  located 
in  Forestdale  cemetery  which  was  conveyed  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  town  of  Holyoke  by  said  association  by  deed 
dated  August  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  and  recorded  in  said  registry  of  deeds,  book  2737, 
page  329,  both  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  city  and  said  association.  Any  moneys  from 
the  sale  of  the  above  mentioned  properties  shall  be  used  by 
said  city  only  for  the  perpetual  care  of  that  portion  of  the 
land  first  mentioned  that  is  retained  by  said  city  and  to  be 
used  as  a  burial  place  for  the  poor  of  said  city. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not 
otherwise.

tificate" in  the  twenty-eighth  hne  the  following:  —  If  such  a 
permit  for  the  removal  of  a  human  body,  not  previously  in- 
terred, from  one  town  to  another  within  the  commonwealth 
cannot  be  obtained  early  enough  for  the  purpose,  the  cer- 
tificate of  death  made  as  above  provided  and  in  the  possession 
of  the  undertaker  desiring  to  make  such  removal  shall  con- 
stitute a  permit  for  such  removal;  provided,  that  such  body 
shall  be  returned  to  the  town  from  which  it  was  removed

cemetery,  until  he  has  received  a  permit  from  the  board  of 
health  or  its  agent  aforesaid  or  from  the  clerk  of  the  town 
where  the  body  is  buried.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued 
until  there  shall  have  been  delivered  to  such  board,  agent  or 
clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  satisfactory  written  statement 
containing  the  facts  required  by  law  to  be  returned  and  re- 
corded, which  shall  be  accompanied,  in  case  of  an  original 
interment,  by  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  the  attending 
physician,  if  any,  as  required  by  law,  or  in  lieu  thereof  a 
certificate  as  hereinafter  provided.  If  there  is  no  attending 
physician,  or  if,  for  sufficient  reasons,  his  certificate  cannot 
be  obtained  early  enough  for  the  purpose,  or  is  insufficient, 
a  physician  who  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  health,  or  em- 
ployed by  it  or  by  the  selectmen  for  the  purpose,  shall  upon 
application  make  the  certificate  required  of  the  attending 
physician.  If  death  is  caused  by  violence,  the  medical  ex- 
aminer shall  make  such  certificate.  If  such  a  permit  for  the 
removal  of  a  human  body,  not  previously  interred,  from  one 
town  to  another  within  the  commonwealth  cannot  be  ob- 
tained early  enough  for  the  purpose,  the  certificate  of  death 
made  as  above  provided  and  in  the  possession  of  the  under- 
taker desiring  to  make  such  removal  shall  constitute  a  permit 
for  such  removal;  provided,  that  such  body  shall  be  returned 
to  the  town  from  which  it  was  removed  within  thirty-six 
hours  after  such  removal,  unless  a  permit  in  the  usual  form 
for  the  removal  of  such  body  has  been  sooner  obtained  here- 
under. If  the  death  certificate  contains  a  recital,  as  required 
by  section  ten  of  chapter  forty-six,  that  the  deceased  served 
in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States  in 
any  war  in  which  it  has  been  engaged,  such  recital  shall  ap- 
pear upon  the  permit.  The  board  of  health  or  its  agent, 
upon  receipt  of  such  statement  and  certificate,  shall  forth- 
with countersign  it  and  transmit  it  to  the  clerk  of  the  town 
for  registration.  The  person  to  whom  the  permit  is  so  given 
and  the  physician  certifying  the  cause  of  death  shall  there- 
after furnish  for  registration  any  other  necessary  information 
which  can  be  obtained  as  to  the  deceased,  or  as  to  the  manner 
or  cause  of  the  death,  which  the  clerk  or  registrar  may  re- 
quire.

There  shall  be  a  board  of  registration  of 
barbers,  in  this  and  the  following  two  sections  called  the 
board,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  and  to  consist  of  three  members, 
citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a 
practical  barber  and  shall  have  had  five  years  of  practical 
experience  as  a  barber  in  this  commonwealth  prior  to  his 
appointment,  and  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  journey- 
man barber.  No  two  members  of  the  board  shall,  while  in 
office,  be  engaged  in  practising  the  occupation  of  barbering 
in  the  same  town.  As  the  term  of  office  of  a  member  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  like 
advice  and  consent,  to  serve  for  three  years.  The  governor 
may  also,  with  like  advice  and  consent,  fill  any  vacancy  in 
the  board  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

Section  40.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the

Section  87G.  The  board  shall  hold  practical  examina- 
tions, to  be  held  in  cities  in  different  parts  of  the  common- 
wealth, distributed  as  evenly  as  possible  for  the  convenience

The  commission 
shall  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  system  of  metropoli- 
tan water  works  and  shall  provide  thereby  a  sufficient  supply 
of  pure  water  for  the  following  named  towns  and  the  inhabit- 
ants thereof:  Arlington,  Belmont,  Boston,  Brookline,  Chel- 
sea, Everett,  Lexington,  Maiden,  Milton,  Medford,  Melrose, 
Nahant,  Newton,  Quincy,  Revere,  Somerville,  Stoneham, 
Swampscott,  Watertown  and  Winthrop,  which  shall  be  the 
metropolitan  water  district ;  shall ,  secure  and  protect  the 
purity  of  said  water;  shall  on  application  furnish  water  to 
any  town  aforesaid  that  at  the  time  of  application  owns  its 
water  pipe  system;  shall  on  apphcation  admit  any  other 
town,  any  part  of  which  is  within  ten  miles  of  the  state  house, 
into  said  water  district,  and  furnish  water  to  the  same  on  the 
terms  prescribed  by  this  chapter  for  the  towns  aforesaid,  and 
on  payment  of  such  sum  or  sums  upon  such  terms  as  the  com- 
mission may  determine;  shall  on  application  furnish  water 
to  any  water  company  owning  the  water  pipe  system  in  any 
town  within  said  ten  miles,  on  such  water  company  assuming 
the  assessments  of  the  town,  if  any,  and  making  such  payment 
as  the  commission  may  determine ;  and  in  case  of  fire  or  other 
emergency  may  furnish  water  to  any  town  or  water  company, 
on  such  payment  as  the  commission  may  determine;  pro- 
vided, that  any  such  town  last  referred  to  shall  first  have 
acquired  the  works  of  any  water  company  therein  situated, 
constructed  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  said  town  or  its 
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inhabitants  with  water.  The  commission  shall  furnish  water 
to  the  town  or  company,  by  delivering  it  into  a  main  water 
pipe,  reservoir  or  tank  of  the  town  or  company,  under  suffi-

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  park  department  of  the  city  of  Boston 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  lay  out 
and  construct  or  order  constructed  a  parkway  or  boulevard 
along  the  East  Boston  waterfront,  beginning  at  a  point  in 
World  War  Memorial  park  in  the  East  Boston  district  of 
said  city  at  or  near  the  terminus  of  Neptune  road,  thence 
over  public  or  private  lands,  public  parks  or  reservations  or 
public  or  private  ways  easterly  of  the  location  of  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  railroad  and  along  or  adjacent  to 
Bayswater  street  to  a  point  in  Saratoga  street  westerly  of  the 
bridge  over  Belle  Isle  inlet. 

Section  2.  To  carry  out  the  work  authorized  hereunder, 
said  park  department  may  use  public  lands  or  may  take 
private  lands  or  interests  therein  by  right  of  eminent  domain. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  cost  of  the 
work  authorized  hereunder,  not  exceeding,  however,  one 
million  dollars,  the  treasurer  of  said  city  without  any  other 
authority  than  that  herein  contained  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
on  request  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  issue  and  sell  at  public 
or  private  sale  serial  bonds  of  the  city  to  an  amount  neces- 
sary to  meet  said  cost.  Said  bonds  shall  be  outside  the 
statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  of  said  city.  Each  author- 
ized issue  of  bonds  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan.  The 
bonds  shall  be  designated  on  their  face,  City  of  Boston,  East 
Boston  Waterfront  Strandway  Loan,  Act  of  1931,  and  shall 
be  in  such  form  of  coupon  or  registered  bonds  as  said  treas- 
urer shall  determine;  shall  be  for  such  terms  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  as  the  mayor  of  the  city 
shall  designate;  shall  bear  interest  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  fifty-two  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eighteen;  and  shall  be  payable  by  such 
annual  payments  as  will  extinguish  the  same  at  maturity. 
The  first  of  said  annual  payments  on  account  of  any  loan 
shall  be  made  not  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  the 
bonds  issued  therefor.  The  amount  of  said  payments  in  any 
one  year  on  account  of  such  loan  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
amount  of  the  principal  of  the  loan  payable  in  any  subsequent 
year.  Said  annual  amounts,  together  with  the  interest  on 
the  loan,  shall  without  further  action  be  assessed  until  the 
debt  is  extinguished.  Said  treasurer  shall  hold  the  proceeds 
of  said  bonds  in  the  treasury  of  the  city,  and  shall  pay  there- 
from the  sums  necessary  to  meet  said  cost.  Any  premiums 
received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  less  the  cost  of  preparing 
and  issuing  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  the  first  bond  or  bonds  to  mature.  The  said 
treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said  city,

Section  1.     Subject  to  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  the  Department  of 
department  of  public  works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  m"ay 'buTw'^ex- 
to  build  extensions  to  certain  sea  walls  and  other  shore  pro-  tensions  to 
tection  in  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  waiis'anT 
the  shore  in  said  town  from  erosion  by  the  sea.    No  work  shall  protect'oTin 
be  begun  until  the  town  of  Scituate  has  assumed  liability,  in  ^''?  t?^'"  °^ 
the   manner   provided   by  section   twenty-nine   of   chapter  j!'  "' !" 
ninety-one  of  the  General  Laws,  for  all  damages  that  may  untiTetc. 
be  incurred  hereunder,  nor  until  there  has  been  paid  into  the 
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treasury  of  the  commonwealth  by  the  county  of  Plymouth 
the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  by  said 
town  of  Scituate  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
which  together  with  such  sum,  not  exceeding  thirty-seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  as  may  hereafter  be  appro- 
priated by  the  commonwealth,  shall  constitute  a  fund  for  the 
improvements  herein  authorized;  provided,  that  the  total 
cost  of  such  improvement  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  provided,  further,  that  if  any  of  the  afore- 
said sum  remains  after  the  completion  of  such  improvements 
one  sixth  of  such  remainder  shall  be  repaid  to  said  county 
and  one  third  of  such  remainder  shall  be  repaid  to  said  town. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  payments 
required  to  be  made  by  the  county  of  Plymouth  under  this 
act,  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  with  the  approval  of  the 
county  commissioners,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  on  the 
credit  of  the  county,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  county  therefor, 
which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Plymouth  County  — 
Scituate  Sea  Wall  Loan,  Act  of  1931.  Each  authorized  issue 
shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  pay- 
able in  not  more  than  five  years  from  their  dates.  Such  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  and 
countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  county  commissioners. 
The  county  may  sell  the  said  securities  at  public  or  private 
sale  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  county  commis- 
sioners may  deem  proper,  but  not  for  less  than  their  par  value. 
Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall,  except  as  herein 
provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  3.  The  county  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  commissioners,  may  issue  temporary  notes  of  the  county, 
payable  in  not  more  than  one  year  from  their  dates,  in  antici- 
pation of  the  issue  of  serial  bonds  or  notes  under  the  preceding 
section,  but  the  time  within  which  such  serial  bonds  or  notes 
shall  become  due  and  payable  shall  not,  by  reason  of  such 
temporary  notes,  be  extended  beyond  the  time  fixed  by  said 
section.  Any  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  serial  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  payments 
required  to  be  made  by  the  town  of  Scituate  under  this  act, 
said  town  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  may  issue  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words,  Town  of  Scituate,  Sea  Wall  Loan,  Act  of 
1931.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan, 
and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  within  five  years  from  their  dates. 
Indebtedness  incurred  by  said  town  under  this  act  shall  be  in 
excess  of  the  statutory  limit,  but  shall,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided, be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  accept-

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  town  of  wafer^i§[Jfr°ct 
Warren,  known  as  West  Warren,  liable  to  taxation  in  said  established. 
town  and  residing  within  the  territory  comprised  within  the 
following  boundary  lines,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  south- 
west corner  of  land  of  John  and  Julia  Dwanski  located  at 
the  intersection  of  A  street  and  the  way  known  as  Pluta 
street;  thence  running  southeasterly  to  a  point  on  South 
street,  being  the  southeast  corner  of  land  of  W.  B.  Baldiga 
located  on  the  westerly  side  of  said  South  street;  thence 
running  northeasterly  and  crossing  said  South  street  to  the 
reservoir  of  the  Thorndike  Company  on  the  westerly  slope 
of  Marks  mountain;  thence  running  northerly  and  crossing 
the  Quaboag  river  and  the  location  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  northern- 
most parcel  of  land  of  Cheney  E.  Cook  located  on  Highland 
street;  thence  running  northwesterly  to  the  northwesterly 
corner  of  land  of  Szymon  Putz  located  on  Dean  street; 
thence  running  northwesterly  in  prolongation  of  the  same 
line  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  School  street;  thence 
running  southwesterly  and  crossing  Ware  road  and  West 
Main  street  to  the  northwest  corner  of  land  of  Weir  located 
on  West  Main  street;  thence  running  southerly  along  the 
westerly  boundary  of  said  Weir's  land  to  the  northern  bank 
of  the  Quaboag  river;  and  thence  running  southeasterly  and 
crossing  the  Quaboag  river  and  the  location  of  said  railroad 
to  the  point  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  fire  and  water 
district,  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name 
of  the  West  Warren  Water  District,  hereinafter  called  the 
district,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  themselves  with  water 
for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other 
purposes,  with  power  to  estabhsh  fountains  and  hydrants 
and  to  relocate  and  discontinue  the  same,  to  regulate  the 
use  of  such  water  and  to  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid 
therefor,  for  assessing  and  raising  taxes  as  provided  herein 
for  the  payment  of  such  services,  and  for  defraying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  said  district, 
subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  relating 
to  such  districts,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

Section  2.      For   the   purposes   aforesaid,    said   district,  May  take 
acting  by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners  waters,  etc. 
hereinafter   provided   for,    may   take   by  eminent   domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire 
by  lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters,  or 
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any  portion  thereof,  of  any  pond,  spring  or  stream,  or  of 
any  ground  source  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or 
other  wells  within  the  town  of  Warren,  not  already  appropri- 
ated for  the  purposes  of  a  public  water  supply  by  the  Warren 
Water  District,  and  the  water  rights  connected  with  any 
such  sources,  and  for  said  purposes  may  take  as  aforesaicT, 
or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  mains, 
pipes  or  other  equipment  of  any  corporation  now  supplying 
the  district  created  hereunder;  and  for  such  purposes  may 
take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and 
hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other  easements  necessary 
for  collecting,  storing,  purifying  and  preserving  the  purity 
of  the  water,  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  the 
said  district;  provided,  that  no  source  of  water  supply  or 
lands  necessary  for  preserving  the  quality  of  the  water  shall 
be  so  taken  or  used  without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and 
approval  of  the  state  department  of  health,  and  that  the 
location  of  all  dams,  reservoirs,  and  wells  to  be  used  as 
sources  of  water  supply  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  said  department.  Said  district  may  construct 
on  the  lands  acquired  and  held  under  this  act  proper  dams, 
reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other 
structures,  and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate 
machinery  and  provide  such  means  and  appliances,  and  do 
such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water  works; 
and  for  that  purpose  may  construct  wells  and  reservoirs 
and  estabhsh  pumping  works,  and  may  construct,  lay  and 
maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under 
or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways  and 
public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  in  said  town,  in 
such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same;  and 
for  the  purposes  of  constructing,  laying,  maintaining,  oper- 
ating and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works, 
and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  said  district  may  dig 
up  or  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands,  highways  or  other 
ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public 
travel  on  such  ways;  provided,  that  all  things  done  upon 
any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  select- 
men of  the  town  of  Warren.

The  income  of  the  water 
works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all  operating  expenses, 
interest  charges  and  payments  of  principal  accruing  upon 
any  bonds  or  notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  act.  If 
there  should  be  a  net  surplus  remaining  after  providing  for 
the  aforesaid  charges,  it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new 
construction  as  said  commissioners  may  recomimend,  and  in 
case  a  surplus  should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new 
construction  the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately. 
Said  commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  said  dis- 
trict may  require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
works  under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings, 
including  an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  Said  district  may  adopt  by-laws  prescribing 
by  whom  and  how  meetings  may  be  called,  notified  and  con- 
ducted; and,  upon  the  apphcation  of  ten  or  more  legal 
voters  of  said  district,  meetings  may  also  be  called  by  war- 
rant as  provided  in  section  eight.     Said  district  may  also 
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establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  its 
water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  law,  and 
may  choose  such  other  officers  not  provided  for  in  this  act 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper.  Said  district  shall  have 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  law  upon  water 
districts  and  fire  districts,  so  far  as  apphcable. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  Penalty  for 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under  wate^etc. 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  any  reservoir,  well,

known  as  the  western  appellate  division  district.  Such 
assignment  may  be  made  for  such  period  of  time  as  such 
chief  justice  may  deem  advisable.  In  each  of  the  foregoing 
three  districts  one  of  the  justices  so  assigned  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  as 
presiding  justice,  who  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
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those  of  the  appellate  justices  who  shall  act  on  appeals  in 
each  district  court  in  that  district  and  direct  the  times  and 
places  of  sittings.     Two  justices  shall  constitute  a  quorum  Quorum, 
to  decide  all  matters  in  an  appellate  division.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Marblehead,  as  constituted  from  time  to  time,  from  and  after 
the  annual  election  at  which  this  act  becomes  fully  effective 
as  provided  in  section  four,  shall  also  be  a  board  of  public 
works,  and  in  said  capacity  shall  have  and  exercise,  under 
the  designation  of  selectmen,  all  the  powers  and  duties  now 
or  from  time  to  time  vested  by  general  law  in  the  following 
boards  and  office  in  said  town,  to  wit:  The  board  of  sewer 
commissioners,  the  board  of  water  commissioners  and  the 
surveyor  of  highways;  and  such  boards  and  office  shall  there- 
upon be  abolished  during  the  time  that  this  act  is  in  operation. 
No  contracts  or  liabilities  then  in  force  shall  be  affected  by 
such  abolition,  but  the  selectmen,  acting  as  said  board  of 
public  works,  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  lawful  successor  of 
the  boards  and  office  so  abolished. 

Section  2.  The  selectmen  shall  appoint,  and  fix  the 
compensation  of,  a  superintendent  of  public  works,  who  shall 
administer,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  select- 
men, such  departments  of  the  town  under  their  control  as 
they  may  designate.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  efficient 
administration  of  all  such  departments  and  shall  hold  office 
subject  to  the  will  of  the  selectmen.  He  shall  be  specially 
fitted  by  education,  training  and  experience  to  perform  the 
duties  of  said  office.  During  his  tenure  he  shall  hold  no 
elective  or  other  appointive  office,  nor  shall  he  be  engaged  in 
any  other  business  or  occupation.  He  shall  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum  and  with  such 
surety  or  sureties  as  the  selectmen  may  require.  The  select- 
men shall  appoint  such  other  assistants,  agents  and  employ- 
ees as  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  departments  may 
require.  The  superintendent  shall  keep  full  and  complete 
records  of  the  doings  of  his  office  and  render  to  the  selectmen 
as  often  as  they  may  require  a  full  report  of  all  operations 
under  his  control  during  the  period  reported  upon;  and 
annually,  or  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  selectmen, 
he  shall  make  a  synopsis  of  all  such  reports  for  publication. 
He  shall  keep  the  selectmen  fully  advised  as  to  the  needs  of 
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the  town  within  the  scope  of  his  duties  and  shall  furnish  to 
the  selectmen,  on  or  before  January  fifth  in  each  year,  a 
carefully  prepared  and  detailed  estimate  in  writing  of  the 
appropriations  required  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  all  departments  of  the  town  under  his 
supervision.

immediately  upon  his  release  from  any  penal  or  reformatory

9.  For  a  warrant  to  distrain  or  arrest,  fifty  cents; 

10.  For  distraining  goods,  one  dollar  and  the  cost  thereof;

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

PURPOSE   OF  ACT. 

Section  L     The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  improve  the  cheisea  retire- 
efficiency  of  the  public  service  of  the  city  of  Chelsea,  here-  pote,  etV'  ^"'^' 
inafter  called  the  city,   by  the  retirement  of  disabled  or 
superannuated  employees. 

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  2.    The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  Definitions. 
this  act,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the 
context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings :  — 

(1)  "Retirement  system",  the  arrangement  provided  in  "Retirement 
this  act  for  the  retirement  of,  and  payment  of  retirement  ^^^*^^™  • 
allowances  to,  employees  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
section. 

(2)  "Employee",  any  person  who  is  regularly  employed  "Employee". 
in  the  service  of,  and  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  paid 

by,  the  city,  except  employees  who  hold  office  by  popular 
election,  who  were  not  members  at  the  time  of  their  election, 
and  teachers  in  the  public  schools  as  defined  by  section  six 
of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws.  In  all  cases  of 
doubt  the  retirement  board  shall  decide  who  is  an  employee 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 
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(3)  "Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  retirement 
system  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

(4)  "Retirement  board",  the  board  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  this  act  to  administer  the  retirement  system. 

(5)  "Service",  service  as  an  employee  as  described  in 
paragraph  (2)  of  this  section  and  paid  for  by  the  city  of 
Chelsea. 

(6)  "Prior  service",  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the 
retirement  system  becomes  first  operative,  for  which  credit 
is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  this  act. 

(7)  "Membership  service",  service  as  an  employee  ren- 
dered since  last  becoming  a  member. 

(8)  "Creditable  service",  "prior  service"  plus  "member- 
ship service",  for  which  credit  is  allowable  as  provided  in 
section  five  of  this  act. 

(9)  "Beneficiary",  any  person  in  receipt  of  a  pension,  an 
annuity,  a  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  as  provided 
by  this  act. 

(10)  "Regular  interest",  interest  at  four  per  centum  per 
annum  compounded  annually;  provided,  that  if  the  actual 
net  interest  earned  on  the  reserves  of  the  retirement  system 
be  less  than  four  per  centum,  the  rate  may  be  reduced  to  not 
less  than  three  per  centum  per  annum  after  the  retirement 
board  has  given  the  members  ninety  days'  notice  of  a  pro- 
posed reduction  in  rate;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  a 
reduction  shall  not  affect  any  payments  or  credits  ma^e  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  change  in  rate. 

(11)  "Accumulated  deductions",  the  sum  of  all  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  compensation  of  a  member  and 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund,  together 
with  regular  interest  thereon. 

(12)  "Annuity",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
the  accumulated  deductions  of  a  member.  All  annuities 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments. 

(13)  "Pension",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city.  All  pensions  shall  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments. 

(14)  "Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  "annuity" 
and  the  "pension". 

(15)  "Regular  compensation",  the  annual  compensation 
determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  for  the  individual 
service  of  each  employee  in  that  department  and  the  com- 
pensation determined  by  duly  constituted  authority  for 
appointed  officers  of  the  city,  exclusive  of  bonus  or  overtime 
payments. 

(16)  "Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  payments 
to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  or  benefit  in  heu  of 
any  annuity  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality 
tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and 
regular  interest. 

(17)  "Pension  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  payments 
to  be  made  on  account  of  any  pension  or  benefit  in  lieu  of 
any  pension  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality 
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tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and  regu- 
lar interest. 

(18)  ''Actuarial   equivalent",   a  benefit   of  equal   value  "Actuarial 
when  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as  ^'^"'^'*®" 
shall   be   approved   by  the   retirement   board   and   regular 
interest. 

NAME   AND    DATE    SYSTEM    IS    FIRST    OPERATIVE. 

Section  3.     A  retirement  system  is  hereby  established  and  ^gjirJ^ent 
placed  under  the  management  of  the  retirement  board  for  system 
the  purpose  of  providing  retirement  allowances  under  the  established. 
provisions  of  this  act  for  employees  of,  or  employees  paid  by, 
the  city.     The  retirement  system  so  created  shall  have  the

(c)  An  employee  who  is  covered  by  any  other  pension  or 
retirement  law  of  the  commonwealth,  including  a  special  law 
accepted  by,  and  applicable  to  employees  of,  the  city,  on  the 
date  when  this  retirement  system  becomes  operative  shall 
not  be  considered  to  have  become  a  member  of  this  retirement 
system  unless  said  employee  shall  then  or  thereafter  make 
written  application  to  join  this  system  and  shall  therein 
waive  and  renounce  all  benefits  of  any  other  pension  or 
retirement  system  supported  wholly  by  the  city,  but  no  such 
employee  shall  receive  credit  for  prior  service  unless  he  make 
such  application  for  membership  within  one  year  from  the 
date  this  retirement  system  becomes  operative.

(5)  Should  any  member  in  any  period  of  six  consecutive 
years  after  last  becoming  a  member  be  absent  from  service 
more  than  five  years,  or  should  any  member  withdraw  his 
accumulated  deductions  or  become  a  beneficiary  hereunder 
or  die,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member.

(1)  Any  member  in  service  who  shall  have 
attained  age  sixt}^  shall,  either  upon  his  own  written  appli- 
cation or  that  of  the  head  of  his  department,  be  retired  for 
superannuation  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety 
days  after  the  filing  of  such  application.  A  member  whose 
retirement  is  applied  for  by  the  head  of  his  department  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  notice  of  such  application  and  to  a  hearing 
before  the  retirement  board,  provided  he  requests  such  hear- 
ing in  writing  within  ten  days  of  the  receipt  of  such  notice;

(h)  A  pension  of  ninety  per  centum  of  the  pension  that  Pension. 
would  have  been  provided  by  the  city  for  the  member  had 
he  remained  without  further  change  of  compensation  in  the 
service  of  the  city  until  he  reached  age  sixty  and  then  retired. 

ACCIDENTAL  DISABILITY  RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  8.    (1)  Upon  application  of  a  member  in  service.  Accidental 
or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member  who  has  reth-ement, 
been  totally  and   permanently  incapacitated   for    duty  as  ^°,"^!^jj°"*  ^""^ 
the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring  in 
the  performance  and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty  at  some 
definite  time  and  place,  without  wilful  negligence  on  his 
part,  shall  be  retired  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety 
days  following  the  date  of  filing  of  such  application;    pro-  Proviso, 
vided,  that  the  city  physician,  after  an  examination  of  such 
member,   shall  report  that  said  member  is  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  for  the  further  performance  of  duty, 
that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and  that  said 
member  should  be  retired,  and  the  retirement  board  shall 
concur  in  such  report  and  find  that  the  physical  or  mental 
incapacity  is  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  such  an 
accident  and  that  such  disability  is  not  the  result  of  wilful 
negligence  on  the  part  of  said  member  and  that  said  member 
should  be  retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  accidental  disability  a  member  Allowance 
shall  receive  a  service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  attained  nfelu  for'aTci- 
age  sixty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  accidental  disabihty  brnty' *^'*^' 
retirement  allowance  consisting  of  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  Annuity.

RE-EXAMINATION    OF    BENEFICIARIES    RETIRED    ON    ACCOUNT 
OF  DISABILITY. 

Section  9.  (1)  Once  each  year  during  the  first  five  years 
following  retirement  of  a  member  on  a  disabilit}^  retirement 
allowance,  and  once  in  every  three-year  period  thereafter, 
the  retirement  board  may,  and  upon  his  application  shall, 
require  any  disability  beneficiary  who  has  not  yet  attained 
age  sixty  to  undergo  a  medical  examination  by  the  city 
physician  or  a  physician  or  physicians  designated  by  the 
retirement  board  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  such  exam- 
ination to  be  made  at  the  place  of  residence  of  said  benefi- 
ciary or  other  place  mutually  agreed  upon.  Should  any 
disability  beneficiary  who  has  not  yet  attained  the  age  of 
sixty  refuse  to  submit  to  at  least  one  medical  examination  in 
any  such  period  of  one  or  three  years,  as  the  case  may  be, 
his  allowance  may  be  discontinued  until  his  withdrawal  of 
such  refusal,  and  should  his  refusal  continue  for  a  year,  all 
his  rights  in  and  to  his  pension  shall  be  revoked  by  the 
retirement  board. 

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and  certify 
to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disability  beneficiary  is 
engaged  in  or  is  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful  occupation  paying 
more  than  the  difference  between  his  retirement  allowance 
and  his  final  regular  compensation,  and  should  the  retire- 
ment board  concur  in  such  report,  then  the  amount  of  his 
pension  shall  be  reduced  to  an  amount  which,  together  with 
his  annuity  and  the  amount  earnable  by  him,  shall  equal  the 
amount  of  his  final  regular  compensation.  Should  his  earn- 
ing capacity  be  later  changed,  the  amount  of  his  pension 
may  be  further  modified;  provided,  that  the  new  pension 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  pension  originally  granted 
nor  shall  it  exceed  an  amount,  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  earnable  by  the  beneficiary  together  with  his 
annuity,  equals  the  amount  of  his  final  regular  compensa- 
tion. A  beneficiary  restored  to  active  service  at  a  salary 
less  than  the  final  regular  compensation  upon  the  basis  of 
which  he  was  retired  shall  not  become  a  member  of  the 
retirement  system. 

(3)  Should  a  disability  beneficiary  be  restored  to  active 
service  at  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  final  regular  com- 
pensation, his  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  he  shall  again 
become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system,  and  he  shall 
contribute  thereafter  at  the  same  rate  he  paid  prior  to  dis- 
ability. Any  prior  service  certificate  on  the  basis  of  which 
his  service  was  computed  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  shall 
be  restored  to  full  force  and  effect,  and  in  addition  upon  his 
subsequent  retirement  he  shall  be  credited  with  all  his  service 
as  a  member. 
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RETURN    OF   ACCUMULATED   DEDUCTIONS. 

Section  10.     (1)  Within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  with  ^"^g^^g^^g.^gg 
the  retirement  board  of  a  request  therefor,  any  member  who  to  be  employee 
shall  have  ceased  to  be  an  employee  by  resignation  or  dis-  thardeath'or'"^ 
charge  or  for  any  reason  other  than  death  or  retirement  shall  retirement.

(2)  Should  a  member  die  while  an  employee,  his  accumu-  Payment  if 
lated  deductions  shall  be  paid  to  his  legal  representative;  whiTe employee. 
provided,  that  if  the  sum  so  due  does  not  exceed  three  hun-  proviso, 
dred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  no  demand  therefor  by  a 
duly  appointed  executor  or  administrator,  payment  may  be 
made,  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of 
death  of  such  member,  to  the  persons  appearing,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  retirement  board,  to  be  entitled  thereto,  and 
such  payment  shall  be  a  bar  to  recovery  by  any  other  person.    .

Section  11.  If,  upon  receipt  by  the  retirement  board  of  d^thTenUt. 
proper  proofs  of  the  death  of  a  member,  the  retirement 
board  shall  decide  that  such  death  was  the  natural  and  proxi- 
mate result  of  an  accident  occurring  not  more  than  one  year 
prior  to  the  date  of  death  at  some  definite  time  and  place 
while  the  member  was  in  the  actual  performance  and  within 
the  scope  of  his  duty,  and  not  the  result  of  wilful  negligence 
on  his  part,  and  if  the  deceased  member  is  survived  by  any 
of  the  dependents  enumerated  below,  there  shall  be  paid,  in 
addition  to  accumulated  deductions  under  subsection  (2)  of 
section  ten,  an  accidental  death  benefit  consisting  of  a  pen- 
sion equal  to  one  half  the  average  regular  annual  compen- 
sation received  by  the  deceased  member  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  accident,  said  pension  to  be  paid  — 

(a)  To  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased 
member  so  long  as  he  or  she  lives  and  remains  unmarried ;  or 

(b)  If  there  be  no  surviving  husband  or  wife  or  if  the 
surviving  husband  or  wife  dies  or  remarries  before  every 
child  of  such  deceased  member  shall  have  attained  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  then  to  his  child  or  children  under  such 
age,  divided  in  such  manner  as  the  retirement  board  in  its 
discretion  shall  determine  to  continue  as  a  joint  and  survivor 
pension  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  the  age  of 
eighteen  years;   or 

(c)  If  there  be  no  husband  or  wife  or  child  under  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  surviving  such  deceased  member,  then  to 
either  his  or  her  dependent  father  or  dependent  mother,  as 
the  retirement  board  in  its  discretion  shall  determine,  to 
continue  for  life  or  until  remarriage. 

OPTIONAL   benefits. 

Section  12.     Subject  to  the  provisions  that  no  optional  be^„*^atf 
selection  shall  be  effective  in  case  a  beneficiary  dies  within 
thirty  days  after  retirement,  and  that  such  a  beneficiary  shall 
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be  considered  as  an  active  member  at  the  time  of  death, 
until  the  first  payment  on  account  of  any  retirement  allow- 
ance is  made,  the  member,  or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then

—  If  he  die  before  he  has  received  in  payments  of 
his  annuity  the  present  value  of  his  annuity  as  it  was  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement,  the  balance  shall  be  paid  to  his  legaji 
representative  or  to  such  person  having  an  insurable  interest 
in  his  life  as  he,  or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then  his  wife,  or 
if  he  have  no  wife,  his  conservator  or  guardian,  shall  have 
nominated  by  written  designation  duly  acknowledged  and 
filed  with  the  retirement  board;    or 

Option  2.  —  Upon  his  death,  his  lesser  retirement  allowance 
shall  be  continued  throughout  the  fife  of  and  paid  to  such 
person  having  an  insurable  interest  in  his  life  as  he,  or  if  he 
be  an  incompetent  then  his  wife,  or  if  he  have  no  wife,  his 
conservator  or  guardian,  shall  have  nominated  by  written 
designation  duly  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  retirement 
board  at  the  time  of  his  retirement;  or 

Option  3.  —  Upon  his  death,  one  half  his  lesser  retirement 
allowance  shall  be  continued  throughout  the  life  of  and  paid 
to  such  person  having  an  insurable  interest  in  his  life  as  he, 
or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then  his  wife,  or  if  he  have  no 
wife,  his  conservator  or  guardian,  shall  have  nominated  by 
written  designation,  duly  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the 
retirement  board  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.

COMPENSATION   BENEFITS   OFFSET. 

Section  13.  Any  amounts  paid  or  payable  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  to 
a  member  or  to  the  dependents  of  a  member  on  account  of 
death  or  disability  shall  be  offset  against  and  payable  in  lieu 
of  any  benefits  payable  out  of  funds  provided  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account  of  the  death  or 
disabihty  of  a  member.  If  the  value  of  the  total  commuted 
benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensation  law  is  less  than 
the  reserve  on  the  pension  otherwise  payable  under  this  act, 
the  value  of  such  commuted  payments  shall  be  deducted 
from  such  pension  reserve  and  such  benefits  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  the  pension  reserve  so  reduced  shall  be  payable 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Section  14.     (1)  The  management  of  the  retirement  sys- 
tem is  hereby  vested  in  a  retirement  board,  the  membership 
of  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  — 
(a)  The  auditor  of  the  city  for  the  time  being, 
(6)  One  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  who  shall 
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serve  for  a  term  of  three  yeare  commencing  on  the  date  when 
the  retirement  system  becomes  first  operative  and  until  the

Duties  of  Actuary. 

Actuary.  (9)  The  retirement  board  shall  designate  an  actuary  who 

shall  be  the  technical  adviser  of  the  retirement  board  on 
matters  regarding  the  operation  of  the  funds  created  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  required  in  connection  therewith. 

(10)  Immediately  after  the  estabhshment  of  the  retirement 
system  the  actuary  shall  make  such  investigation  of  the  mor- 
tality, service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  members 
of  the  system  as  he  shall  recommend  and  the  retirement  board 
shall  authorize,  and  on  the  basis  of  such  investigation  he  shall 
recommend  for  adoption  by  the  retirement  board  such  tables 
and  such  rates  as  are  required  by  section  fifteen.  The  retire- 
ment board  shall  adopt  tables  and  certify  rates,  and  as  soon 
as  practicable  thereafter  the  actuary  shall  make  a  valuation, 
based  on  such  tables  and  rates,  of  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  funds  created  by  this  act. 

(11)  Three  years  after  the  system  becomes  operative,  and 
at  least  once  in  each  five-year  period  thereafter,  the  actuary 
shall  make  an  actuarial  investigation  into  the  mortality, 
service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  members  and 
beneficiaries  of  the  retirement  system,  and  shall  make  a  valu- 
ation of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds  thereof,  and 
taking  into  account  the  result  of  such  investigation  and 
valuation  the  retirement  board  shall  — 

(a)  Adopt  for  the  retirement  system  such  mortality, 
service  and  other  tables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;   and 

(6)  Certify  the  rates  of  contribution  payable  by  the  city 
on  account  of  new  entrants. 

(12)  On  the  basis  of  such  tables  as  the  retirement  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adopt,  the  actuary  shall  make  an 
annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  system  created  by  this  act. 


METHOD    OF   FINANCING. 

Assets  of  retire-  SECTION  15.  All  of  the  asscts  of  the  retirement  system 
t^^becreS  shall  be  credited,  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
fundr"*'"^  held,  to  one  of  the  following  five  funds,  namely,  the  Annuity 

Savings  Fund,  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund,  the  Pension  Ac- 
cumulation Fund,  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  or  the  Expense 
Fund. 
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Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(1)  (a)  The  Annuity  Savings  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  to  Annuity  Sav- 
whieh  shall  be  paid  the  deductions  from  the  compensation  '"s^^"'^^- 
of  members.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  withhold  four 
per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  due  on  each  pay  day 
to  all  employees  who  are  members  of  this  retirement  system. 
The  various  amounts  so  withheld  shall  be  transferred  im- 
mediately thereafter  to  the  retirement  system  and  credited  to 
the  accounts  of  the  respective  members  so  contributing,  and 
shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part  of  said  Annuity  Savings 
Fund. 

(6)  In  determining  the  amount  earnable  by  a  member  in  a 
payroll  period,  the  retirement  board  may  consider  the  rate  of 
annual  compensation  payable  to  such  member  on  the  first 
day  of  the  payroll  period  as  continuing  throughout  such 
payroll  period,  and  it  may  omit  deduction  from  compensation 
for  any  period  less  than  a  full  payroll  period  if  an  employee 
was  not  a  member  on  the  first  day  of  the  payroll  period. 

(c)  The  deductions  provided  for  herein  shall  be  made  not- 
withstanding that  the  minimum  compensation  provided  for 
by  law  for  any  member  shall  be  reduced  thereby.  Every 
member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to  the  deduc- 
tions provided  for  herein  and  shall  receipt  for  his  full  salary 
or  compensation,  and  the  payment  of  his  full  salary  or  com- 
pensation less  the  deductions  provided  for  hereunder  shall  be 
considered  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and  acquittance  of 
all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  for  the  services  rendered 
by  such  person  during  the  period  covered  by  such  payment, 
except  as  to  the  benefits  provided  under  this  act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  contributions  deducted  from  com- 
pensation as  hereinbefore  provided,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  retirement  board,  any  member  may  redeposit  in  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased 
rate  of  contribution  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  amount 
which  he  previously  withdrew  therefrom,  as  provided  in 
this  act,  or  any  part  thereof;  or  any  member  may  deposit 
therein  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  con- 
tribution an  amount  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  purchase 
an  additional  annuity,  which,  together  with  his  prospective 
retirement  allowance,  will  provide  for  him  a  total  retirement 
allowance  of  not  to  exceed  one  half  of  his  salary  at  age  sixty. 
Such  additional  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be  treated  as  a 
part  of  his  accumulated  deductions,  except  in  the  event  of 
his  retirement,  when  they  shall  not  be  used  to  increase  the 
pension  payable,  and  shall  be  treated  as  excess  contributions 
returnable  to  the  member  in  cash  or  in  providing  an  excess 
annuity  of  equivalent  actuarial  value.  The  accumulated 
deductions  of  a  member  withdrawn  by  him  or  paid  to  his 
estate  or  to  his  designated  beneficiary  in  event  of  his  death 
as  provided  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  Annuity  Sav- 
ings Fund.  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  his  accumu- 
lated deductions  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity 
Savings  Fund  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund.

Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from 
which  shall  be  paid  all  annuities  and  all  benefits  in  lieu  of 
annuities,  payable  as  provided  in  this  act.  Should  a  bene- 
ficiary, retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  restored  to  active 
service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  regular  com- 
pensation at  the  time  of  his  last  retirement,  his  annuity 
reserve  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund 
to  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund,  and  credited  to  his  individual 
account  therein.

(3)  (a)  The  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  the 
fund  into  which  shall  be  accumulated  all  reserves  for  the 
payment  of  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city,  and  from  which  shall  be 
paid  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  on  account  of  members 
with  prior  service  credit.  Contributions  to  and  payments 
from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  made  as 
follows :  — 

(6)  On  account  of  each  member  there  shall  be  paid  annu- 
ally into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  by  the  said  city, 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
regular  compensation  of  each  member,  to  be  known  as  the 
"normal  contribution",  and  an  additional  percentage  of  his 
regular  compensation  to  be  known  as  the  "accrued  liability 
contribution".  The  rates  per  centum  of  such  contributions 
shall  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  liabilities  of  the  retirement 
system  as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation.  Until  the  first 
valuation  the  normal  contribution  shall  be  one  and  eighty- 
nine  hundredths  per  centum,  and  the  accrued  liability  con- 
tribution shall  be  two  and  fifty-four  hundredths  per  centum, 
of  the  regular  annual  compensation  of  all  members. 

(c)  On  the  basis  of  regular  interest  and  of  such  mortality 
and  other  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board, 
the  actuary  engaged  by  the  board  to  make  each  valuation 
required  by  this  act  during  the  period  over  which  the  accrued 
liability  contribution  is  payable,  immediately  after  making 
such  valuation,  shall  determine  the  uniform  and  constant 
percentage  of  the  regular  compensation  of  the  average  new 
entrant,  which  if  contributed  on  the  basis  of  compensation 
of  such  new  entrant  throughout  his  entire  period  of  active 
service  is  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  pension  payable  on  his  account.  The  rate  per 
centum  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "normal  con- 
tribution" rate.  After  the  accrued  liability  contribution 
has  ceased  to  be  payable,  the  normal  contribution  rate  shall 
be  the  rate  per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  of  all 
members  obtained  by  deducting  from  the  total  liabilities^of 
the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount  of  the  funds. in 
hand  to  the  credit  of  that  fund  and  dividing  the  remainder 
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by  one  per  centum  of  the  present  value  of  the  prospective  Pension 
future  salaries  of  all  members  as  computed  on  the  basis  of  Accumulation 
the  mortality  and  service  tables  adopted  by  the  retirement 
board  and  regular  interest.    The  normal  rate  of  contribution 
shall  be  determined  by  the  actuary  after  each  valuation. 

(d)  Immediately  succeeding  the  first  valuation,  the  actu- 
ary engaged  by  the  retirement  board  shall  compute  the  rate 
per  centum  of  the  total  regular  compensation  of  all  members 
which  is  equivalent  to  four  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the 
total  pension  liability  on  account  of  all  members  and  bene- 
ficiaries which  is  not  dischargeable  by  the  aforesaid  normal 
contribution  made  on  account  of  such  members  during  the 
remainder  of  their  active  service.  The  rate  per  centum 
originally  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "accrued 
liability  contribution  rate". 

(e)  The  total  amount  payable  in  each  year  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  the 
rates  per  centum  known  as  the  normal  contribution  rate 
and  the  accrued  liability  contribution  rate  of  the  total 
compensation  earnable  by  all  members  during  the  preceding 
year;  provided,  that  the  amount  of  each  annual  accrued 
liability  contribution  shall  be  at  least  three  per  centum 
greater  than  the  preceding  annual  accrued  liability  payment, 
and  that  the  aggregate  payments  of  the  city  shall  be  suffi- 
cient when  combined  with  the  amount  in  the  fund  to  provide 
the  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  out  of  the  fund 
during  the  year  then  current. 

(/)  The  accrued  liability  contribution  shall  be  discon- 
tinued as  soon  as  the  accumulated  reserve  in  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  equal  the  present  value,  as  actu- 
arially computed  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board, 
of  the  total  liability  of  such  fund  less  the  present  value, 
computed  on  the  basis  of  the  normal  contribution  rate  then 
in  force,  of  the  prospective  normal  contributions  to  be 
received  on  account  of  persons  who  are  at  that  time  members. 

(g)  All  pensions,  and  benefits  in  Heu  thereof,  with  the 
exception  of  those  payable  on  account  of  members  who  re- 
ceive no  prior  service  allowance,  payable  from  contributions 
of  the  cit}^,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Pension  Accumulation 
Fund. 

(h)  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  not  entitled  to  credit 
for  prior  service,  an  amount  equal  to  his  pension  reserve  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  to  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund.

A  duly  attested  copy  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  retirement  board  designating  such  persons  and 
bearing  upon  its  face  specimen  signatures  of  such  persons 
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shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  as  his  authority  for  making 
payments  upon  such  vouchers.  No  voucher  shall  be  drawn 
unless  it  shall  have  been  previously  authorized  by  resolution 
of  the  retirement  board. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  disbursements  for  pen- 
sions, annuities  and  other  payments  an  amount  of  money,

PURPOSE   OF  ACT. 

Section  1.     The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  improve  the  Cambridge 
efficiency  of  the  pubHc  service  of  the  city  of-  Cambridge,  pu^rpoTe^^etc."*' 
hereinafter  called  the  city,  by  the  retirement  of  disabled  or 
superannuated  employees. 

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  2.    The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  Definitions. 
this  act,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the 
context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings:  — 

(1)  "Retirement  system",  the  arrangement  provided  in  "Retirement 
this  act  for  the  retirement  of,  and  payment  of  retirement  ^y^^^^  '■ 
allowances  to,  employees  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
section. 

(2)  "Employee",  any  person  who  is  regular^  employed  "Employee". 
in  the  service  of,  and  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  paid 

by,  the  city,  except  employees  who  hold  office  by  popular 
election,  who  were  not  members  at  the  time  of  their  election, 
and  teachers  in  the  public  schools  as  defined  bj'^  section  six 
of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws.  In  all  cases  of 
doubt  the  retirement  board  shall  decide  who  is  an  employee 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

(3)  "Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  retirement  "Member", 
system  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

(4)  "Retirement  board",  the  board  provided  in  section  "Retirement 
fourteen  of  this  act  to  administer  the  retirement  system. 

(5)  "Service",  service  as  an  employee  as  described  in  "Service", 
paragraph  (2)  of  this  section  and  paid  for  by  the  city  of 
Cambridge. 

(6)  "Prior  service",  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the  " Prior ^ 
retirement  system  becomes  first  operative,  for  which  credit  ®"^"'® 
is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  this  act. 

(7)  "Membership    service",    service    as    an    employee  "Membership 
rendered  since  last  becoming  a  member. 

(8)  "Creditable  service",  "prior  service"  plus  "member-  "Creditable 
ship  service",  for  which  credit  is  allowable  as  provided  in  ^°'"''"=® 
section  five  of  this  act. 

(9)  "Beneficiary",  any  person  in  receipt  of  a  pension,  an  "Beneficiary", 
annuity,  a  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  as  provided 

by  this  act. 

(10)  "Regular  interest",  interest  at  four  per  centum  per  "Regular 
annum  compounded  annually;    provided,  that  if  the -actual 
net  interest  earned  on  the  reserves  of  the  retirement  system 
be  less  than  four  per  centum,  the  rate  may  be  reduced  to 
not  less  than  three  per  centum  per  annum  after  the  retire- 
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ment  board  has  given  the  members  ninety  days'  notice  of  a 
proposed  reduction  in  rate;  and  provided,  further,  that  such 
a  reduction  shall  not  affect  any  payments  or  credits  made 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  change  in  rate. 

(11)  "Accumulated  deductions",  the  sum  of  all  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  compensation  of  a  member  and 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund,  together 
with  regular  interest  thereon. 

(12)  "Annuity",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
the  accumulated  deductions  of  a  member.  All  annuities 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments. 

(13)  "Pension",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city.  All  pensions  shall  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments. 

(14)  "Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  "annuity" 
and  the  "pension". 

(15)  "Regular  compensation",  the  annual  compensation 
determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  for  the  individual 
service  of  each  employee  in  that  department  and  the  com- 
pensation determined  by  duly  constituted  authority  for 
appointed  officers  of  the  city,  exclusive  of  bonus  or  overtime 
payments. 

(16)  "Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  or  benefit  in 
lieu  of  any  annuity  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mor- 
tality tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board 
and  regular  interest. 

(17)  "Pension  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  payments 
to  be  made  on  account  of  any  pension  or  benefit  in  lieu  of 
any  pension  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality 
tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and 
regular  interest. 

(18)  "Actuarial  equivalent",  a  benefit  of  equal  value 
when  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest.

Section  3.  A  retirement  system  is  hereby  established  and 
placed  under  the  management  of  the  retirement  board  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  retirement  allowances  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  for  employees  of,  or  employees  paid  by,  the 
city.

board  may  require.  The  retirement  board  shall  then  place 
each  member  in  one  of  the  following  groups :  — 

Group  1.  —  General  employees,  including  clerical,  admin- 
istrative and  technical  workers,  laborers,  mechanics  and  all 
others  not  otherwise  classified ; 

Group  2.  —  Members  of  the  pohce  department  and  the 
fire  department  of  the  city; 

Or  in  any  other  group  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
persons  which  may  be  hereafter  recommended  by  the  actuary 
on  the  basis  of  service  and  mortality  experience,  and  approved 
by  the  retirement  board  to  cover  all  or  part  of  any  group  or 
groups  previously  created  or  any  additional  classes  of  em- 
ployees. When  the  duties  of  a  member  so  require,  the  retire- 
ment board  may  reclassify  him  in  and  transfer  him  to  another 
group. 

(5)  Should  any  member  in  any  period  of  six  consecutive 
years  after  last  becoming  a  member  be  absent  from  service 
more  than  five  years,  or  should  any  member  withdraw  his 
accumulated  deductions  or  become  a  beneficiary  hereunder 
or  die,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member.

Section  5.  (1)  Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
retirement  board  shall  adopt,  each  person  becoming  a  mem- 
ber within  one  year  from  the  date  he  first  becomes  eligible  to 
membership  who  was  in  service  at  the  time  the  system  be- 
came operative,  or  who  re-entered  the  service  within  five

(3)  Subject  to  the  above  restrictions  and  to  such  other 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  retirement  board  may  adopt,  the 
retirement  board  shall  verify,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  filing  of  such  statements  of  service,  the  service  therein 
claimed,  and  shall  certify  as  creditable  all  or  such  part  of  the 
service  claimed  as  may  be  allowable. 
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In  lieu  of  a  determination  of  the  actual  compensation  of  pa°t^sPto"be*'°'' 
the  member  that  was  received  during  such  period  of  prior  used,  etc. 
service,  the  retirement  board  shall  use  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  the  compensation  rates  which,  if  they  had  progressed 
in  accordance  with  the  rates  of  salary  increase  shown  in  the 
tables  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  (10)  of  section  fourteen  of 
this  act,  would  have  resulted  in  the  same  average  salary  of 
the  member  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the 
date  this  system  became  operative  as  the  records  show  the 
member  actually  received. 

(4)  Upon  verification  of  the  statements  of  service  the  re-  Prior  service 
tirement  board  shall  issue  prior  service  certificates  certifying  certificates. 
to  each  member  entitled  to  credit  for  prior  service  the  length 

of  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the  retirement  system 
first  became  operative,  with  which  he  is  credited  on  the  basis 
of  his  statement  of  service.  So  long  as  membership  continues 
a  prior  service  certificate  shall  for  retirement  purposes  be 
final  and  conclusive  as  to  such  service;  provided,  that  an}'-  Proviso, 
member  may,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance 
or  modification  of  such  certificate,  request  the  retirement 
board  to  modify  or  correct  his  prior  service  certificate.

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  superannuation  a  member  of  the 
retirement  system  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  con- 
sisting of  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of

(6)  A  pension  equal  to  the  annuity  allowable  at  age  sixty,

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and  certify 
to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disabihty  beneficiary  is

consisting  of  a  pension  equal  to  one  half  the  average  regular 
annual  compensation  received  by  the  deceased  member  for 
the  year  preceding  the  date  of  the  accident,  said  pension 
to  be  paid  — 

(a)  To  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased 
member  so  long  as  he  or  she  lives  and  remains  unmarried ;  or 

(6)  If  there  be  no  surviving  husband  or  wife  or  if  the  sur- 
viving husband  or  wife  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child 
of  such  deceased  member  shall  have  attained  the  age  of

Section  13.  Any  amounts  paid  or  payable  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  to 
a  member  or  to  the  dependents  of  a  member  on  account  of 
death  or  disability  shall  be  offset  against  and  payable  in  lieu 
of  any  benefits  payable  out  of  funds  provided  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account  of  the  death  or 
disability  of  a  member.  If  the  value  of  the  total  commuted 
benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensation  law  is  less  than 
the  reserve  on  the  pension  otherwise  payable  under  this  act, 
the  value  of  such  commuted  payments  shall  be  deducted  from 
such  pension  reserve  and  such  benefits  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  pension  reserve  so  reduced  shall  be  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

(10)  Immediately  after  the  establishment  of  the  retirement 
system  the  actuary  shall  make  such  investigation  of  the 
mortality,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  system  as  he  shall  recommend  and  the  retirement 
board  shall  authorize,  and  on  the  basis  of  such  investigation 
he  shall  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  retirement  board 
such  tables  and  such  rates  as  are  required  by  section  fifteen. 
The  retirement  board  shall  adopt  tables  and  certif}^  rates, 
and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  the  actuary  shall  make 
a  valuation,  based  on  such  tables  and  rates,  of  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  funds  created  by  this  act. 

(11)  Three  years  after  the  system  becomes  operative, 
and  at  least  once  in  each  five-year  period  thereafter,  the 
actuary  shall  make  an  actuarial  investigation  into  the  mor- 
tality, service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  members 
and  beneficiaries  of  the  retirement  system,  and  shall  make  a 
valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds  thereof, 
and  taking  into  account  the  result  of  such  investigation  and 
valuation  the  retirement  board  shall  — 

(a)  Adopt  for  the  retirement  system  such  mortality, 
service  and  other  tables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;   and 

(6)  Certify  the  rates  of  contribution  payable  by  the  city 
on  account  of  new  entrants. 

(12)  On  the  basis  of  such  tables  as  the  retirement  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adopt,  the  actuary  shall  make  an 
annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabihties  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  system  created  by  this  act.

METHOD    OF    FINANCING. 

Section  15.  All  of  the  assets  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  credited,  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  held,  to  one  of  the  following  five  funds,  namely,  the  An- 
nuity Savings  Fund,  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund,  the  Pen- 
sion Accumulation  Fund,  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  or  the 
Expense  Fund. 

Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

kigsFunl.^""  (1)  (a)  The  Annuity  Savings  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  to 
which  shall  be  paid  the  deductions  from  the  compensation 
of  members.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  withhold  four 
per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  due  on  each  pay  day 
to  all  employees  who  are  members  of  this  retirement  system. 
The  various  amounts  so  withheld  shall  be  transferred  im- 
mediately thereafter  to  the  retirement  system  and  credited 
to  the  accounts  of  the  respective  members  so  contributing, 
and  shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part  of  said  Annuity 
Savings  Fund. 

(h)  In  determining  the  amount  earnable  by  a  member  in  a 
payroll  period,  the  retirement  board  may  consider  the  rate 
of  annual  compensation  payable  to  such  member  on  the  first 
day  of  the  payroll  period  as  continuing  throughout  such  pay- 
roll period,  and  it  may  omit  deduction  from  compensation 
for  any  period  less  than  a  full  payroll  period  if  an  em- 
ployee was  not  a  member  on  the  first  day  of  the  payroll 
period. 
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(c)  The  deductions  provided  for  herein  shall  be  made  not-  ^''s  Funl^^" 
withstanding  that  the  minimum  compensation  provided  for 

by  law  for  any  member  shall  be  reduced  thereby.  Every 
member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to  the  de- 
ductions provided  for  herein  and  shall  receipt  for  his  full 
salary  or  compensation,  and  the  payment  of  his  full  salary  or 
compensation  less  the  deductions  provided  for  hereunder  shall 
be  considered  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and  acquittance 
of  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  for  the  services  ren- 
dered by  such  person  during  the  period  covered  by  such 
payment,  except  as  to  the  benefits  provided  under  this  act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  contributions  deducted  from  com- 
pensation as  hereinbefore  provided,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  retirement  board,  any  member  may  redeposit  in  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  in- 
creased rate  of  contribution  an  amount  equal  to  the  total 
amount  which  he  previously  withdrew  therefrom,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof;  or  any  member  may 
deposit  therein  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased  rate 
of  contribution  an  amount  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase an  additional  annuity,  which,  together  with  his  prospec- 
tive retirement  allowance,  will  provide  for  him  a  total  re- 
tirement allowance  of  not  to  exceed  one  half  of  his  salary  at 
age  sixty.  Such  additional  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be 
treated  as  a  part  of  his  accumulated  deductions,  except  in 
the  event  of  his  retirement,  when  they  shall  not  be  used  to 
increase  the  pension  payable,  and  shall  be  treated  as  excess 
contributions  returnable  to  the  member  in  cash  or  in  pro- 
viding an  excess  annuity  of  equivalent  actuarial  value.  The 
accumulated  deductions  of  a  member  withdrawn  by  him  or 
paid  to  his  estate  or  to  his  designated  beneficiary  in  event  of 
his  death  as  provided  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund.  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member 
his  accumulated  deductions  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from  Annuity 
which  shall  be  paid  all  annuities  and  all  benefits  in  lieu  of    ^^^"^^^  "°'^" 
annuities,  payable  as  provided  in  this  act.     Should  a  bene- 
ficiary, retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  restored  to  active 

service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  regular  com- 
pensation at  the  time  of  his  last  retirement,  his  annuity  re- 
serve shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  to 
the  Annuity  Savings  Fund,  and  credited  to  his  individual 
account  therein. 

Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 

(3)  (a)  The  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  ^uktion^lund 
into  which  shall  be  accumulated  all  reserves  for  the  payment 

of  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  from  contributions 
made  by  the  city,  and  from  which  shall  be  paid  all  pensions 
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and  other  benefits  on  account  of  members  with  prior  service 
credit.  Contributions  to  and  payments  from  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  made  as  follows :  — 
mulltioi/rund  ^^-^  ^^  accouut  of  each  member  there  shall  be  paid  an- 
nually into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  by  the  said  city, 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a  certain  percentage  of  the  regu- 
lar compensation  of  each  member,  to  be  known  as  the  "nor- 
mal contribution",  and  an  additional  percentage  of  his  regular 
compensation  to  be  known  as  the  "accrued  liability  contri- 
bution". The  rates  per  centum  of  such  contributions  shall 
be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  liabilities  of  the  retirement  system 
as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation.  Until  the  first  valuation 
the  normal  contribution  shall  be  one  and  eighty-nine  hun- 
dredths per  centum,  and  the  accrued  liability  contribution 
shall  be  two  and  fifty-four  hundredths  per  centum,  of  the 
regular  annual  compensation  of  all  members. 

(c)  On  the  basis  of  regular  interest  and  of  such  mortality 
and  other  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board, 
the  actuary  engaged  by  the  board  to  make  each  valuation 
required  by  this  act  during  the  period  over  which  the  ac- 
crued liability  contribution  is  payable,  immediately  after 
making  such  valuation,  shall  determine  the  uniform  and  con- 
stant percentage  of  the  regular  compensation  of  the  average 
new  entrant,  which  if  contributed  on  the  basis  of  compensa- 
tion of  such  new  entrant  throughout  his  entire  period  of  ac- 
tive service  is  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  any  pension  payable  on  his  account.  The  rate 
per  centum  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "normal 
contribution"  rate.  After  the  accrued  liability  contribution 
has  ceased  to  be  payable,  the  normal  contribution  rate  shall 
be  the  rate  per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  of  all 
members  obtained  by  deducting  from  the  total  liabilities  of 
the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount  of  the  funds  in 
hand  to  the  credit  of  that  fund  and  dividing  the  remainder 
by  one  per  centum  of  the  present  value  of  the  prospective 
future  salaries  of  all  members  as  computed  on  the  basis 
of  the  mortality  and  service  tables  adopted  by  the  retire- 
ment board  and  regular  interest.  The  normal  rate  of  con- 
tribution shall  be  determined  by  the  actuary  after  each 
valuation. 

(d)  Immediately  succeeding  the  first  valuation,  the  actuary 
engaged  by  the  retirement  board  shall  compute  the  rate  per 
centum  of  the  total  regular  compensation  of  all  members 
which  is  equivalent  to  four  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the 
total  pension  liability  on  account  of  all  members  and  bene- 
ficiaries which  is  not  dischargeable  by  the  aforesaid  normal 
contribution  made  on  account  of  such  members  during  the 
remainder  of  their  active  service.  The  rate  per  centum 
originally  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "accrued 
liability  contribution  rate". 

(e)  The  total  amount  payable  in  each  year  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  the 
rates  per  centum  known  as  the  normal  contribution  rate 
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and  the  accrued  liability  contribution  rate  of  the  total  com- 
pensation earnable  by  all  members  during  the  preceding 
year;  provided,  that  the  amount  of  each  annual  accrued 
liability  contribution  shall  be  at  least  three  per  centum 
greater  than  the  preceding  annual  accrued  liability  payment, 
and  that  the  aggregate  payments  of  the  city  shall  be  suf- 
ficient when  combined  with  the  amount  in  the  fund  to  pro- 
vide the  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  out  of  the  fund 
during  the  j^ear  then  current. 

(/)  The  accrued  liability  contribution  shall  be  discon-  Pension  Accu- 
tinued  as  soon  as  the  accumulated  reserve  in  the  Pension  ™"'ation  Fund. 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  equal  the  present  value,  as  actu- 
arially computed  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  of 
the  total  liability,  of  such  fund  less  the  present  value,  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  normal  contribution  rate  then  in 
force,  of  the  prospective  normal  contributions  to  be  received 
on  account  of  persons  who  are  at  that  time  members. 

(g)  All  pensions,  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof,  with  the 
exception  of  those  payable  on  account  of  members  who  re- 
ceive no  prior  service  allowance,  payable  from  contributions 
of  the  city,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 

(h)  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  not  entitled  to  credit 
for  prior  service,  an  amount  equal  to  his  pension  reserve  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  to  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

(4)  The  Pension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from  Pension 
which  shall  be  paid  the  pensions  to  members  not  entitled  to  ^^^^""^^  ^"°<^- 
credit  for  prior  service  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof.    Should 

such  a  beneficiary,  retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  re- 
stored to  active  service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than 
his  average  regular  compensation  for  the  year  preceding 
his  last  retirement,  the  pension  reserve  thereon  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund.  Should  the  pension  of  a  disability 
beneficiary  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  his  earning 
capacity,  the  amount  of  the  annual  reduction  in  his  pension 
shall  be  paid  annually  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund 
during  the  period  of  such  reduction. 

Expense  Fund. 

(5)  The  Expense  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  to  which  shall  be  Expense  Fund, 
credited  all  money  appropriated  by  the  city  to  pay  the  ad- 
ministration expenses  of  the  retirement  system,  and  from 

which  shall  be  paid  all  the  expenses  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  administration  and  operation  of  the  system. 

A  ppropriations. 

(6)  (a)  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  Appropna- 
year  the  retirement  board  shall  certify  to  the  mayor  the  *'°"^' 
amount  of  the  appropriation  necessary  to  pay  to  the  various 
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funds  of  the  retirement  system  the  amounts  payable  by  the 
city  as  enumerated  in  this  act  for  the  year  beginning  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  the  succeeding  year,  and  items  of 
appropriation,  providing  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in 
the  budget. 

(b)  To  cover  the  requirements  of  the  system  for  the  period 
prior  to  the  date  when  the  first  regular  appropriation  is  due, 
as  provided  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  subsection,  such  amounts 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  system  shall 
be  paid  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  and  the  Expense 
Fund  by  special  appropriations  to  the  system. 

MANAGEMENT   OF   FUNDS. 

Management  SECTION  16.     (1)  The  retirement  board  may  invest  the 

riti"e"ment  fuuds  of  tlic  retirement  system  in  such  securities  as  are  ap- 
system.  provcd  from  time  to  time  by  the  commissioner  of  insurance 

for  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  hfe  insurance  companies 

under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  annually  allow  regular 
interest  on  the  average  balance  for  the  preceding  year  to  the 
credit  of  the  various  funds  from  the  interest  and  dividends 
earned  from  investments.  Any  excess  earnings  over  the 
amount  so  credited  shall  be  used  for  reducing  the  amount  of 
contributions  required  of  the  city  during  the  ensuing  year. 
Any  deficiency  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

(3)  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  be  custodian  of  the 
several  funds.  All  payments  from  said  funds  shall  be  made 
by  him  only  upon  vouchers  signed  by  two  persons  designated 
by  the  retirement  board.  A  duly  attested  copy  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  retirement  board  designating  such  persons  and 
bearing  upon  its  face  specimen  signatures  of  such  persons 
shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  as  his  authority  for  making 
payments  upon  such  vouchers.  No  voucher  shall  be  drawn 
unless  it  shall  have  been  previously  authorized  by  resolution 
of  the  retirement  board. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  disbursements  for  pen- 
sions, annuities  and  other  payments  an  amount  of  money, 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  total  amount  in  the 
several  funds  of  the  retirement  system,  may  be  kept  on 
deposit  in  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States; 
provided,  that  the  sum  on  deposit  in  any  one  bank  or  trust 
company  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  paid-up 
capital  and  surplus  thereof. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  transfer 
to  or  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount  of  any 
surplus  or  deficit  which  may  develop  in  the  reserves  creditable 
to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  or  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund, 
as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation. 

(6)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  no  member  and 
no  employee  of  the  retirement  board  shall  have  any  direct 
interest  in  the  gains  or  profits  of  any  investment  made  by  the 
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retirement  board,  nor  as  such  receive  any  pay  or  emolument 
for  his  services.  No  member  or  employee  of  the  board  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  as  an  agent,  in  any 
manner  use  any  of  the  securities  or  other  assets  of  the  retire- 
ment board,  except  to  make  such  current  and  necessary  pay- 
ments as  are  authorized  by  the  retirement  board;  nor  shall 
any  member  or  employee  of  the  retirement  board  become  an 
endorser  or  surety  or  in  any  manner  an  obligor  for  moneys 
loaned  by  or  borrowed  from  the  retirement  system. 

(7)  Each  member  of  the  retirement  board,  and  the  treas- 
urer of  the  city  in  his  capacity  as  custodian  of  the  several 
funds,  shall  severally  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  in  a  sum  and  with  sureties  or  surety  approved 
by  the  city  council. 

EXEMPTION    OF   FUNDS    FROM   TAXATION   AND    EXECUTION. 

Section  17.     The    pensions,    annuities    and    retirement  Exemption  of 
allowances  and  the  accumulated  deductions  and  the  cash  and  [axatlon°^d 
securities  in  the  funds  created  by  this  act  are  hereby  exempted  execution. 
from  any  state,  county  or  municipal  tax  of  this  common- 
wealth, and  shall  not  be  subject  to  execution  or  attachment 
by  trustee  process  or  otherwise,  in  law  or  in  equity,  or  under 
any  other  process  whatsoever,  and  shall  be  non-assignable 
except  as  specifically  provided  in  this  act.

Section  18.     No   beneficiary  of  the  retirement  system  Beneficiaries

INCONSISTENT  ACTS. 

Section  21.  Any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  forty-four, 
forty-five,  seventy-seven,  eighty  and  eighty-three  of  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  may  be 
inconsistent  herewith,  and  any  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith,  shall,  on  and  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  apply  only  to  such  employees  of  the  city  as 
are,  on  said  effective  date,  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof.

Section  22.  On  or  before  September  first  in  the  current 
year,  the  question  of  the  approval  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  finally  voted  upon  by  the  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Cambridge,  and,  whether  or  not  said  provisions  are 
approved  by  such  vote,  they  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  at  the  biennial  municipal 
election  to  be  held  in  the  current  year,  in  the  form  of  the 
following  question,  which  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ofiicial

Section  1.  Chapter  sixty-two  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  ten  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  10.  The  income 
received  by  estates  held  in  trust  by  trustees  or  other  fidu- 
ciaries under  the  will  of  a  person  who  died  an  inhabitant  of 
the  commonwealth  or  under  a  trust  created  by  a  person 
who  was  either  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  trust  or  at 
any  time  during  the  year  for  which  the  income  is  computed 
an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth,  any  one  of  which  trus- 
tees or  other  fiduciaries  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  common- 
wealth or  has  derived  his  appointment  from  a  court  of  the 
commonwealth,  shall  be  subject  to  the  taxes  imposed  by  this 
chapter  to  the  extent  that  the  persons  to  whom  the  income 
from  the  trust  is  payable  or  for  whose  benefit  it  is  accumu- 
lated are  inhabitants  of  the  commonwealth.  Income  so 
received  and  accumulated  for  unborn  or  unascertained 
persons  or  persons  with  uncertain  interests  shall  be  taxed 
as  if  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of  a  known  inhabitant  of 
the  commonwealth  to  thfe  following  extent:

HELD, LIST  OF  ACTS  VETOED  BY  THE  GOVERNOR  AND  PASSED 
OVER  HIS  VETO  AND  ACT  DECLARED  EMERGENCY  LAW  BY 
THE  GOVERNOR  UNDER  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 


The  general  court,  during  its  first  annual  session  held  in 
1931,  passed  460  Acts  and  67  Resolves  which  received  execu- 
tive approval  and  1  Act  from  which  executive  approval  was 
withheld  but  has  become  law  by  virtue  of  chapter  1,  section 
1,  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  governor  has  returned  11  Acts  with  his  objections 
thereto  in  writing.  Upon  10  Acts  his  objections  were  sus- 
tained. 

One  (1)  Act  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  city  of 
Boston  to  pay  an  annuity  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow 
and  children  of  Frank  J.  Comeau"  (Chapter  427)  was  passed, 
but  failed  to  receive  executive  approval;  as,  however,  it 
was  not  returned,  with  objections  thereto,  within  five  days 
after  it  had  been  received  in  the  executive  department,  the 
general  court  not  having  been  prorogued  in  the  meantime, 
said  act  has  the  force  of  law,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  governing  such  cases,  and  has  been  so  certified. 

Ten  (10)  Acts  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  relative  to 
the  enforcement  of  certain  rules,  regulations  and  orders  per- 
taining to  fire  prevention";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  organ- 
ization of  state  committees  of  political  parties";  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  funding  by  the  city  of  Lowell  of  certain 
overpayments  of  taxes";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  taking  of 
birds  by  the  use  of  grain";  "An  Act  relative  to  physical 
examinations  for  the  classified  labor  service  in  cities";  "An 
Act  establishing  the  salaries  of  the  governor,  lieutenant 
governor  and  councillors";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  pay  of 
janitors  employed  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  at 
the  state  house";  "An  Act  authorizing  the  city  of  Fall  River 
to  pension  Timothy  C.  Murphy,  a  laborer  in  the  street  de- 
partment of  said  city";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  salaries  of 
the  superintendent  of  elevators,  assistant  superintendent  of 
elevators  and  of  elevator  operators  in  the  state  house"  and 
"An  Act  relative  to  the  supplying  of  water  by  the  town  of 
Marshfield  to  the  Scituate  Water  Company"  were  passed 
and  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  approval ;  were  returned 
by  him  with  his  objections  thereto,  to  the  branch  in  which 
they  respectively  originated;  were  reconsidered,  and  the 
vote  being  taken  on  their  passage,  the  objections  of  the 
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governor  thereto  notwithstanding,  they  were  rejected,  and 
said  acts  thereby  became  void. 

One  (1)  Act  entitled  "An  Act  permanently  relieving  cities 
and  towns  of  any  part  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  and 
repairing  state  highways"  (Chapter  349)  was  passed  and 
laid  before  the  governor  for  his  approval;  was  returned  by 
him  with  his  objections  thereto,  to  the  branch  in  which  it 
originated;  was  reconsidered,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution,  and  the  vote  being  taken  on  its  passage, 
the  objections  of  the  governor  thereto  notwithstanding,  it 
was  passed,  and  said  act  has  thereby  the  force  of  law. 

One  (1)  Act  passed  by  the  general  court  at  its  first  annual 
session  held  in  1931,  entitled  "An  Act  changing  the  name  of 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  to  Massachusetts  State 
College"  (Chapter  144)  was  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law  by  the  governor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
forty-eighth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  "The  Referen- 
dum. II.  Emergency  Measures".  Said  Chapter  144 
thereby  took  effect  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  on  April  15,  1931. 

Two  engrossed  bills  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  pro- 
viding that  certificates  of  collectors  of  taxes  relative  to 
assessments  on  real  estate  shall  include  statements  of  unpaid 
water  rates"  (Senate  No.  128)  and  "An  Act  relative  to  the 
appearance  on  the  stage  of  children  under  fifteen"  (Senate 
No.  495)  were  recalled  by  the  Senate  and  by  that  body 
referred  to  the  next  annual  session.  One  engrossed  bill 
entitled  "An  Act  raising  the  maximum  age  limit  in  respect 
to  juvenile  waywardness  and  delinquency  from  seventeen 
to  eighteen  years"  (House  No.  1490)  was  referred  to  the 
next  annual  session  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
recommendation  of  its  committee  on  judiciary. 

Three  resolutions  entitled,  respectively,  "Resolutions 
making  application  to  Congress  in  accordance  with  Article 
V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  to  call  a  constitu- 
tional convention  to  amend  or  repeal  the  Eighteenth  Article 
of  Amendment  or  to  propose  such  an  amendment  for  sub- 
mission to  the  several  states";  "Resolutions  on  the  death 
of  the  Honorable  Nicholas  Long  worth"  and  "Resolutions 
memorializing  Congress  with  relation  to  the  activities  of  the 
Federal  Farm  Board  and  its  attempt  to  regulate  the  price  of 
wool  and  mohair"  were  adopted  by  the  General  Court  and 
are  printed  in  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  on  Wednesday,  June  10, 
1931,  at  thirty-seven  minutes  past  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  the 
session  having  occupied  155  days. 
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Returns  of  Votes,  etc. 


Votes  on  Referendum  Question  No.  1  —  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

Returns  of  Votes  upon  the  Question  "Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
relative  to  the  apportionment  of  senatorial,  representative  and  councillor  dis- 
tricts, which  received  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  Houses  held  May  17,  1928, 
182  votes  in  the  aijirmatuve  and  48  in  the  negative,  and  at  a  joint  session  of  the 
tivo  Houses  held  May  26,  1930,  received  155  votes  in  the  aJTuiiiative  and  88 
in  the  negative,  be  approved f"  submitted  under  the  Provisions  of  Article 
XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  (Rearrangement,  Article  88), 
to  the  Voters  of  the  Commomvealth  at  the  State  Election  held  November  4, 
1930. 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  provides  for  the  annulment  of 
Article  XXI  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  and  the  substitution 
therefor  of  a  new  Article  XXI,  and  for  the  annulment  of  Article  XXII  of  the  Articles 
of  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  a  new  Article 
XXII.  The  proposed  amendment  embodies  in  substance  the  following  changes  in 
and  additions  to  said  Articles  XXI  and  XXII: 

1.  In  proposed  Article  XXI,  towns  of  twelve  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  may 
be  divided  in  forming  representative  districts.  No  precincts,  however,  in  such 
towns  may  be  divided.  In  taking  the  census  the  special  enumeration  of  legal  voters 
shall  specify  the  number  residing  in  each  precinct  of  such  towns.  Under  e.xisting 
Amendment  XXI  no  town  may  be  divided  and  no  specification  of  the  number  of 
voters  in  a  precinct  is  required. 

2.  The  division  of  a  county  into  representative  districts  and  the  apportionment 
of  representatives  to  districts  therein  is  to  be  made  by  "The  county  commissioners 
or  other  body  acting  as  such  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  such  board  of  special  commissioners 
in  each  county  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law,  .  .  ."  Under  Article 
XXI  as  it  now  stands  the  division  and  apportionment  is  made  by  "The  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  county  commissioners  of  other  counties  than 
Suffolk,  —  or  in  lieu  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  of  the 
county  commissioners  in  each  county  other  than  Suffolk,  such  board  of  special  com- 
missioners in  each  county,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of  the  towns 
therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law,  .  .  ."  The  time  for  assembling 
of  such  commissioners,  board  or  body  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  division  and 
apportionment  is  also  changed,  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  next  after  each 
assignment  by  the  Legislature  of  the  number  of  representatives  to  each  county,  to  a 
time  within  thirty  days  after  certification  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
such  commissioners,  board  or  body  of  the  number  so  assigned,  or  within  such  other 
period  as  the  General  Court  may  by  law  provide. 

3.  Under  the  proposed  Articles,  each  special  enumeration  shall  be  the  basis  for 
determining  the  districts,  senatorial,  representative  and  councillor,  for  the  ten-year 
period  beginning  in  the  fourth  January  following  said  special  enumeration  and  the 
present  division  of  districts  is  to  remain  in  effect  until  January,  1939.  Under  the 
existing  amendments  the  ten-year  period  is  the  period  between  the  taking  of  each 
census.  (Thus,  the  next  redivision  based  upon  the  next  census  in  1935  would,  under 
the  proposed  Articles,  affect  those  elected  in  1938  to  hold  office  beginning  in  January, 
1939,  instead  of  affecting  those  elected  in  1936  to  hold  office  beginning  in  January, 
1937.  Under  existing  amendments  representation  of  newly  created  districts  begins 
in  January  of  the  second  year  after  each  ten-year  census,  whereas  under  the  proposed 
article  it  would  begin  in  January  of  the  fourth  year  thereafter.)  The  number  of 
representatives  (240),  senators  (40),  and  councillors  (8)  is  not  changed. 

4.  The  Legislature  may  limit  the  time  within  which  a  division  of  representative, 
councillor  or  senatorial  districts  may  be  cjuestioned  by  judicial  proceedings.  The 
existing  amendments  contain  no  provision  that  itself  limits  or  authorizes  the  Legis- 
lature to  limit  such  time.

Votes  on  Referendum  Question  No.  3  —  Law  Proposed  by  Initiative 
Petition  (Steel  Trap  Law). 

Return  of  Votes  upon  the  Question  "Shall  the  proposed  law  which  amends  General 
Lares,  chapter  181,  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section  number  59 A,  which  in 
substance  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  any 
person  to  use,  set  or  maintain  any  trap  or  other  device  for  the  capture  of  fur- 
bearing  animals  which  is  likely  to  cause  continued  sufferiiig  to  an  animal 
caught  therein  and  which  is  not  desigried  to  kill  the  animal  at  once  or  take  it 
alive  unhurt,  except  traps  or  other  devices  for  protection  against  vermin,  set 
or  maintained  within  fifty  yards  of  any  building  or  cidtivated  plot  of  land  to 
the  use  of  which  the  presence  of  vermin  may  be  detrimental,  which  law  was 
disapproved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  12  in  the  affirmative  and  2/^  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  48  in  the  affirmative 
and  167  in  the  negative,  be  approved?"  submitted  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendvie^its  to  the  Constitution  (Rearrangement, 
Article  88)  to  the  Voters  of  the  Commonivealth  at  the  State  Election  held 
November  4,  1930.

An  Act  providing  for  the  protection  of  the  insurer  Qjidr)  453 

OR  SURETY  IN  CERTAIN  DEFAULTED  CASES  WHEREIN  THE 
JUDGMENT  IS  SECURED  BY  A  MOTOR  VEHICLE  LIABILITY 
POLICY    OR    BOND. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  Emergency 
defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  preamble.
